Senator Platt of Connecticut was unable to 
| gO to Hot Springs, and the conferénce there- 
fore largely was of an informal character. 
Senators Aldrich, Allison, and Spooner went 
over the entire ground, however, and in a 
general way agreed upon the principal fea- 
tures of a financial bill. 

The members of the committee naturally 
are disinclined to go into detuils because of 
the informal character of their work, and in 
fact it may all be upset as a result of future 
conferences. 

The principal features of the Aldrich bill, 
submitted to the senaté at the close of the 
last session, will be retained. It is deemed 
entirely safe to make use of state, county, 
and municipal bonds which have been paying 
interest right along, and railroad securities, 
which have been paying interest or divi- 
dends for a term of years. The proposition 
to use these outside securities as a basis for 
the loan of government funds to national 
banks cértainly will be in the new bill. 

Whether the proposition to charge a tax 
or interest rate for the use of government 
funds will be included ts a question which 
will be decided later on. The banking houses 
naturally are opposed to any such tax.. They 
wish to secure the use of government money 
free of charge. 


The members of the committee seen be- 
lieve the people at large would be better 
satisfied if the government be placed on the 
same basis as municipalities by the banks 
and given some interest on the money de- 
posited. It is recognized, however, that 
this proposition will be fought bitterly by 
some of the strongest institutions in the 
United States. 

From a ‘political standpoint it is deemed 
entirely inexpedient to pass a financial bill 
on the eve ofa presidential election proposing 
to give the use of government money free 
to the national banks. They pay no interest 
now for these funds received from the gov- 
ernment, but this issue will be sharply 
drawn in the future because the democrats 
in. the senate already have given notice that 
if any. measure is submitted which does not 
provide for the payment of interest to the 
government they will move to amend by sub- 
stituting the original Aldrich bill, which 
was so ably defended by the distinguished 
senator from Rhode Island. This question 
of interest is one which will have to be 
cided at future conferences. 


The new Aldrich bill will permit the secre- 
tary of the treasury to loan out of any or 
all funds of the government, at his discre- 
tion, including both the customs and inter- 
nal revenue, without regard to whether the 
money has been deposited in the treasury 
vaults or not. ‘ 

Under the present law the receipts from 
customs must go direct to the treasury, and 
all money which once comes under thé tech- 
‘nical control of the United States treasury 
can be paid out only through the usual chan- 
nels in pursuance of the congressional appro- 
priation. In this way frequéntly it happens 
that although there may be a great strin- 
gency of money-in banking circles, the treas- 
ury, while possessed of ample funds, wholly 
is unable to relieve the pressure except by 
the deposit of the daily receipts from the 
internal revenues, which are often too small 
to be of any perceptible advantage. 

The new financial bill will wipe out all this 
red tape, and the power of the secretary of

put up the necessary securities. 

«** 

The Aldrich bill, so far as it applies to the 
use of outside securities as a basis for the 
receipt of government .funds, will be largely 
experimental. At the present time it is possi- 
ble to put into the banks only about $150,000,- 
000. The use of state, municipal, and railroad 
bonds as a security for these loans would 
release a corresponding amount of govern~ 
ment bonds, which then could be used asa 
basis for increased national bank circulation. 

If the plan proposed by the Aldrich bill 
works well it subsequently can be applied to 
the note circulation, and local securities can 
be by law used as a basis to secure notes. 

It was the sentiment of the committeé, how- 
ever, that it would be well to proceed slowly 
in this matter and make the experiment of 
securing government deposits 4y means of 
state, county, municipal, and railroad bonds 
before proceeding to apply the same principle 
to national bank notes. It has been suggested 
in this connection that if tife attempt should 
be made at once to use local securities as 
a basis upon which to build up the national 
bank circulation the tendency might be to 
discredit the national bank notes to a slight 
degree, because they then would not be 
backed up by the direct credit of the govern 
ment. 

The plans for the future meetings of the 
senate finance committee have not yet been 
entirely matured, but it is believed the final 
conferences will be held in the vicinity of 
New York after the adjournment of the Ohio 
and Iowa republican conventions.

WALKING DELEGATES AND STRIK- 
ERS VEX SUMMER COLONY, 


Lawne May Go Unkempt Unless 
Wealthy Chicago Owners Push the 
Mowers—S. W. Allerton and Otiers 
Defy New Organisations and They 
Threaten te Turn Their Private 


come Farmers. 


, The specter of the walking delegate and 
the labor agitator has invaded the aristo- 
cratic settlement on the shores of Lake Ge- 
neva. The Chicago millionaires who thought 
they had escaped the stress and turmoil of 
city life have been pursued to their syivan 
retreats. They are in the midst of a labor 
controversy. 

It is all on account of the lawn mowers, 


vate parks. Last winter, while the owners 
were away, 400 of these men organized. » De- 
mands have been made for the recognition of 
their union and the matter is being agitated 
day by day. Many cottagers refuse to treat 
with the union and all the familiar details 
of “ultimatums” and “sympathetic 
strikes ’’ are being discussed around the lake, 

If agreements are not reached some wealthy 
Chicagoans may have to mow their own 
jawns and weed their own onion patches 
unless they conclude to 
summer. 

Allerton Ready to Turn Farmer. 

Some owners stood out stoutly for their old 
time independence. 8. W. Allerton vowed 
that he would go back to first principles and 
farm his estate rather than be dictated to. 

“T’ll let the grass grow and cut hay,” he 
said. ‘xT'll leave my boat in the house, but 
nv ma shall tell me whom I may employ.”’ 

J. H. Moore also was defiant. 
ever, were of Mr. Allerton’s mettle and ex- 
perience. The idea of seeing the Jawns un- 
kempt. and the flower beds and gardens gone 
to weeds was repugnant toall. Yet the no- 
tion of doing the work themselves was not to 
be entertaine@*Something must be done. 

Mr. Allerton’s foreman induced his men to 
leave their organization. Otto Young, H. G. 
Selfridge, and Mr. Moore, at great effort, se- 
cured nonunion men. But there were not 
enough farmers to go around. The lake is in 
the midst of a farming district, where old 
and young find plenty to do, in spring and 
summer, at good wages, and this is the rush 
season with plowing on hand and crops to be 
put in. Most of the cottagers instructed 
their superintendents to adopt any sort 
makeshift so the property should. not be 
wholly neglected. 


Sympathetic Strike Used. 

Then the laborers brought to bear a new 
weapon, hitherto unknown in the quiet coun- 
try retreat, the sympathetic strike. Prac- 
tically every residence needed overhauling, 
painting, papering, decorating, or a touch 


| from the mason or the carpenter. 


“ You have not settled with your laborers,” 
was the answer 
superintendents. 

* Don’t be unreasonable,” urged the super- 
intendents. ‘‘ When the boss comes that will 
be adjusted. He has never been stingy, as 
you have reason to know.”’ 

Sometimes the blandishment worked and 
sometimes it failed. The most that can be 
said is that both sides to the controversy are 
in a state of unrest and the proprietors feel 
intensely annoyed. 

H. C. Lytton was one of the first to go 
through the new experience. He was building 
a $12,000 barn, and the contractor belonged 
to nounion. The laborers and others saw him 
and he was persuaded to join in order that 
the work might go on. 


Strike on Otto Young’s Place. 


Otto Young is building an ornamental 
stone fence. Mr. Young is a marked man 
because of his deflance of the organization 
when it made fts first demands. The labor- 
ers were called off and the work was stopped. 
Other artisans were sought out and the wall 
is progressing slowly. 

J. H. Moore is erecting a small storehouse. 
He has no union men on his place, no union 
gardeners, lawn mowers, florists, grooms, or 
coachmen. The teamsters went out on a 
sympathetic strike. Mr. Moore went to the 
farmers and induced some boys to work for 
him. He has a large stable, from which he 
brought out his own draft and coach horses 
and the brick for the structure is again 
moving. 

Mrs. W. S. McCrea was having her house 
shingled. A nonunion carpenter was dis- 
covered on the job and a week of wrangling 
followed before the work could be resumed. 
How many minor disputes arose over the 
refusal of decorators to come to the help of 
the cottagers who were on the blacklist of 
the lawnkeepers, even the people in Lake 
Geneva cannot tell. 

Union Has 400 Members. 

“The Laborers’ Protective union was be- 
gun last fall,” Winfield Wind, secretary, 
said. ‘‘ The charter was received in the win- 
ter. We now have 400 members, all more or 
less dependent on the cottagers for work.” 

It is the talk around the. lake that the 
nine hour day will be the bone of contention 
when the cottagers get to deal with their 
labor problem in real earnest... The owners 
want aten hourday. The last hour of the day 
is said to be the most valuable of all. The 
closing up work around the places is due 
then, late guests may arrive, and, above all, 
then comes the proper time for watering the 
lawns. This point will, probably, be strongly 
contested. Wages were as high last year as 


Walking Delegate’s Troubles. 

Eugene Lennon, walking delegate, said a 
majority of the owners had proved obstinate. 
Many workers, he said, had been called out, 
but the union had failed to make its strikes 
stick as it expects to later. The cottagers 
think they Have had interference enough 
with their summer homes and do not like to 
talk about any future thatis worse. Among 
others who have not granted the demands 
and whose men have called out are 
George C. Walker, 8. B. Chapin, and C. H. 
Wacker. 

* Otto Young said he would not be dic- 
tated to. He said he would run his affairs 
to suit himself. Hedon’t hire any union men 
and we couldn’t do anything with him,” 
ruefully said Lennon, winding up hie account 
of the aims and troubles of the new union. 

Mr. Allerton, who went out to his place yes- 
terday, estimates that there are nearly 300 
acres of lawn in the private grounds fronting 
the lake, owned by more than forty Chicago- 
ans. But little avails it, the cottagers feel, 
that Lake Geneva is the Newport of the 
west if it is no more immune from strikes, 
walking delegates, and labor agitation than, 
is the heart of Chicago. 

* Unionism Gone Mad.” 
Explaining his position, Mr. Allerton said: 
“It is not that I object to unions. I favor 

them aad advised our men on the City rail- 
way to organize years ago. But unionism 
has gone mad. There is no place for it ina 
quiet co district like this.*’

GHILDREN CLBAN A WARD. 


LITTER AND DIRT ARE REMOVED 
FROM WEST SIDE STREETS. 


Five Hundred Youngsters Under the 
Leadership of Ald. Patterson of the 
Twentieth Put Highways, Alleys, 
and Vacant Lots in Order—Women 
of the District Aid by Planting 
Flowers in Many of the Yards and 
Gardens, 


Five hundred boys, inspired by the enthru- 
siasm of Ald. J. C. Patterson and members 
of the Twentieth Ward Improvement asso- 
ciation, cleaned up their ward yesterday and 
made it a model for other districts of the 
city. 

Every particle of débris and paper from the 
vacant lots, from the back and front yards, 
and the streets and alleys was raked and 
»swept into piles and burned. There were 
more bonfires in the Twentieth yesterday 
than ever before in the ward's history. Smoke 
ascended from every vacant lot and in most 
of the alleys. 


assisted in the work. In the afternoon he 
drove around the ward and encouraged the 
boys with promises of baseball outfits for 
the energetic. The youngsters were rein- 
forced by fifteen:men hired by the improve- 
ment association and working under the 
direction of John R. Rogers. Ald. Patterson 
hired four laborers in addition, and the city 
furnished twenty-one teams, which worked 
under the direction of Ward Supt. Ryan. 


Eighty Miles of Streets Cleaned. 

The cleaning started at 7:30 in the morn- 
ing, and by evening the eighty miles of 
streets and alleys in the ward were as free 
from dirt and paper as it was possible to 
make them, while the 100 vacant lots, in the 
largest of which the baseball diamonds will 
be situated, would have done credit to a well 
policed military camp. —~ 
* Toward noon the rivalry between the vari- 
ous gangs of boys, who numbered from six 
to twenty for each block, became pronounced, 
and” was responsible for excellent results. 
John Hancox, who had the district near the 
intersection of Flournoy and Leavitt streets, 
ordered his small force around as though he 
had always been a contractor. , His district 
was especially commended by Ald. Patter- 
son, as were the districts captained by Hillo 
Bernstein and Charles Kirchman in the same 
neighborhood. 

Saturday being a half holiday, many of the 
grown residents of the ward helped with the 
work. President J. E. Ingram, Vice Presi- 
dent Charles E. Hyde, and Secretary A. Y. 
Adcock of the ward improvement association 
supervised the progress of the cleaning in 
various neighborhoods. 


Women Join in the Work. 


While the boys and the paid laborers were 
cleaning the streets, alleys, and vacant lots, 
the housewives of the ward were scrubbing 
the porches of their homes’ or overseeing 
the planting of flowers and shrubs, in ac- 
cordance with the advice of W. 8S. Elliott, 
who in a recent speech declared that flowers 
in the back yard and a smiling face in the 
front door would do much to prevent di- 
vorces, 

“There are 70,000 people in this ward,” 
sai@ Ald. Patterson at the close of his day’s 
labor, “and there are few ‘knockers’ 
among them. They possess considerable 
civic pride and codperate in all efforte to 
keep the streets in first class shape. There 
are more miles of asphalt streets in the 
Twentieth than in any other ward in the 
elty, and every street that is not already 
improved is either under way or the contract 
for the work has been Iet.’’ 

On Monday notices will be posted in every 
vacant lot offering $10 reward for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and conviction of 
any person depositing ashes, garbage, or 
any refuse on the grounds.

BOY MYSTERY IS CLEARING 


WIFE AND STEPSON SAY WILT- 
RACK.IS THE SLAYER. 


Woman Tells Friends Her Husband 
Shot and Killed Young Paul Pass- 
kowski, While the Youth Makes a 
Complete Confession to the Police— 
Blood Stains Are Found in the Han- 
son Park Saloon—Accused Man Is 
Sullen and Defiant. 


The denouement has come in the Paul 
Paszkowski murder case. Accused directly | 
by his stepson, Julius, and indirectly by his 
wife,John Wiltrack, now in the county jail, is 
emangled in a mesh of evidence from which 
the police do not believe he can extricate 
himself, 

Julius, the 11 year old boy, made a com- 
plete confession to Inspector Wheeler yes- 
terday afternoon, saying that his step-father 
shot the Paszkowski boy and threw his body 
in the basement of the Wiltrack saloon in 
Hanson Park. 

This confession was not made, however, 
till the police had other evidence tending to 
show that the elder Wiltrack was the mur- 
derer. Two persons—Mrs. E. Mazileski and 
John Statkus, both living at 1112 West Four- . 
teenth street—already had informed the po- 
lice that Mrs. Wiltrack had confessed to 
them that her husband was the slayer and 
asked their advice what to do. 


Tells of the Murder. 

Confronted with this testimony, young 
Julius broke down and made the following 
confession, which he signed in the presence 
of four witnesses: * | 

“I, Julius Redmond Wiltrack, do hereby 
make the following voluntary statements of 
my own free will—to wit: 

“I am 11 years old and reside with my 
mother and stepfather, John Wiltrack, at 
3384 Grand avenue, and on Monday, April 
27, 1903, about 8 o’clock in the morning, I was 
sleeping in the living rooms in the rear of my 
step-father’s saloon. 

“I was awakened by a shot and I jumped 
out of bed and went into the saloon. I saw 
Paul Paszkowski fall on the floor, and I saw 
my step-father, John Wiltrack, put a re- 
volver behind the saloon bar. ‘The saloon 
was full of smoke, and Paul was bleeding 
from the side of his head. 


Body Put in Basement. 

“There was no other person in the saloon 
but my mother and step-father, John Wil- 
track. When the boy fell on the floor my 
step-father’s face turned red and he picked 
up the body and carried it into the basement 
under the saloon, taking the body with his 
hands under each arm. 

“ While my step-father was in the base- 
ment my mother said to me: ‘ Don’t tell 
anybody about this.’ ”’ 

Such is the boy’s confession, 

“I would have told before, only I was 
afraid father would kill me,” the weeping 
youth said as he finished his story. On the 
morning that father shot Paul he threatened 
me and mother, and I was afraid that he was 
going to kill us, too. He often beat mother 
and he kicked and cuffed me almost every 
day.”’ 

No sooner had the boy confessed than 
Police Capt. Kandzia and a detail of detec- 
tives visited the Wiltrack saloon and made 
a minute inspection of the back room, in 
which the boy said young Paszkowski was 


shot. 
Police Find Blood Stains. 

On the floor was a dark stain, which the 
detectives pronounced blood. On the door 
leading to the basement were other stains, 
evidently finger marks, and in a closet lead- 
ing off of Mrs. Wiltrack’s sleeping room 
was found evidence which the police believe 
goes to prove that she had a part in dis- 
posing of the body, if not In carrying it into 
the basement. 

On the floor of the closet, rolled into a bali 
and tossed into a corner, was a woman's 
wrapper, which was bespattered with some 
dark reddish substance. There is no doubt 
in the minds of the police that the stains are 
from biood. 

The stained section of the floor, as well 
as of the door, were cut out with a saw 
and were taken to the police station. To- 
gether with the wrapper, the police say, they 
will offer strong support to the charges made 
against Wiitrack by his stepson and, through 
others, by his wife. 


Late in the evening Capt. Kandzia went to 
the county jafl and confronted Wililtrack 
with his stepson’s confession. The prisoner, 
although plainly alarmed, was sullen and 
defiant. 

“I don’t believe the boy confessed to that 
stuff,” he said.

The bex contained explosive enough to 
blow the bottom out of the steamship... It 
was found by detectives who had been 
warned by a special delivery letter addressed. 
to Police Commissioner Green and signea 
by “ Pietro de Martini.”’ 


Plot Against British Ships. 

This warning letter declared that a society 
had been formed for the purpose of driving 
English ships off the high seas by blowing 
them up with dynamite, and hinted that the 
society is affiliated. with the Mafia. 

The police see ih the affair something more 
significant: than a plot to destroy the Ume- 
bria and the 600 or 700 persons who sailed of 
the big liner today. 

In other words, the infernal machine sent

Text of Warning Letter. |

How Mechanism Worked. 
Over this arrangement of batteries and 


‘dynamite was a horizontal wooden partition 
fastened into the ends of the box by screws 


@riven in from the inside. Above this was a 
painted electric cigar lighter, of the kind 


Wound hanging in many cigar stores. The 


Yandle carries an alcoho! lamp, and by bend- 
ing the lighter at the joint a circuit is broken 
and a spark lights the alcohol. 

This cigar lighter was firmly fastened hori- 
pontally above the platform and a spring 
was led from the handle to the platform, 
which tended to draw the handle @own and 
break the circuit. But the handle was hela 
horizontal against this tension by a catch 
made of a strip of metal arranged for the 
purpose. To draw this catch away and re- 
lease the handle of the cigar lighter was 
the function of the clockwork. 

The fuses, according to Mr. Murray, would 


/ take about three seconds to burn down to 


the dynamite. The fact that the end of one 
Was scofched is believed to be due to the 
fact that whoever mad@the machine tested 
the fuse before putting it in: There is no 
evidence to indicate that it was ignited after 
being put in the machine. If it had been it 
would undoubtedly have burned to the end, 
although as long as the ends were uncapped 
there would probably only have been no ex- 


plosion. 
Tracing Men in the Plot. 


The moment Capt. Langan got a report of 
what was in the box he put his best men at 
work to run down the men who brought the 
box to the Cunard pier. The only person that 
had seen these men, so far as could be learned, 
was Baggage Master Pryor. Pryor’s story 
as he told it tp the police and to the reporters, 
ie as follows: 

“It was about 3 o’clock Friday afternoon 
when two Italians drove on the pier with 
this box in a wagon. The wagon was just 
such a one as east side peddlers use. It had 
a dark green body but boreno name, no num- 


_ ber, and no mark that I noticed. 


“These men drove right on the pier, and 


‘when I asked them what they had they saida 


box belonging to a man who was to sail on 
the Umbria today. They said it was personal 
baggage, and that it was to be placed where 
the owner could get it in a hurry, as he did 
“not expect to reach the pier until just before 
the steamer sailed. 

“TI asked for the name of the passenger, 
but the men said they didn’t know the name. 
They had been hired on Thirty-ninth street 
to bring the box to the plier, they said, and 
that wae all they knew about it. The man 
would claim it when he came. I just had the 
box put with the rest of the baggage of pas- 
sengers near the gangplank and thought no 
more about the matter. I think I would know 
the men if I ever saw them again.’’ 

When Supt. Murray was asked what was 


mae mis theory as to the perpetration ‘ef the 


outrage he replied: 

“It used to be the custom to attribute all 
such affairs in a general way to Russian or 
Italian anarchists, and I used to lay ali 
the unaccounted for infernal machines at 
their door. But I have since learned to my 
Sorrow that [Irishmen—countrymen of my 
own—are capable of such exploits, as wel: 
as Russian or Italian anarchists. ‘But, seri- 
ously, I have no theory as to the authorship 
of this deed.”’ 

Irish Societies Resent Imputation. 

The theory that the plot is the work of 
some Irish society, moved by hostility to 
Great Britain, has been advanced and bitter- 
ly repented by representatives of Irish socie- 
ties in New York. A member of the Clan- 
na-Gael who is close to Rodrick J. Kennedy 
has this to say about the infernal machine: 

“The Clan-na-Gael society had nothing to 
do with placing that explosive on the Umbria. 
The organization is not now waging war 
against England. Engiand is now trying to 
do justice. to Ireland in some measure, and 
we are waiting to see what the house of lords 
will Go with the bill. The English people 
have come to recognize the rights of Ireland, 
Jeepecially since the Boer war. 
|.“ It is more likely that some enemy of the 
‘Irish. people put that machine on the steamer. 
Most of the Clan-na-Gael are now in the 
‘Trish Nationa! league, which was formed by 
the Irish members of the British house of 
pariiament, and they are waiting for England 
te act on the Irish land bill.” 


‘ ‘Patrick Ford Is Indignant. 

Patrick Ford of the Irish World ridiculed 
the suggestion that the Fenians or any other 
“body. of Irishmen had anything to do with 
the affair. He said: ‘ 

“If under the existing conditions in Irish 
‘history any Irishman would engage in such 
an act, he would be justly regarded as an 
enemy of his country. In times past it was 
different. Then the relations between Eng- 
land and Ireland were such that the only 
hope of the latter was in the triumph of the 
party of political force. In those dark days 
T would not only not have condoned, but 
would havé felt inclined to encourage ex- 
treme acts of retaliation. In the present 
crisis, when the hateful coercion act has 
been suspended and Irishmen in the north,

been reaping profits of $10,000 daily from the 
swindle, John King is to be held up as the 
spider who spun the illegal web. 

Patsy King, however, continues to act 
as the braing of the syndicate, and the rent 
money for the ‘‘ shops’’ which honeycomb 
Chicago is to come from his pocket. 

“I'm out of policy,’’ said Patsy’ King 
two days ago. “It’s another King ‘they 
mean who is in the game.”’ 

The reason for this assertion is now under- 
stood, in the light of the “ change "’ that hag 
resulted. 


Gambling on Smaller Scale. 


The policy clique is continuing to thin out 
its “‘shops.” All the “ books’’ have been 
closed, except those operated by the com- 
panies known as the “ Springfield and Inter- 
state "’ and the “ Red and Green, Fort Erie, 
Canada.” Almost 800 of the 1,400 “ shops ” 
are still running, but only tickets in the draw- 
ings of the two “ companies " mentioned are 
being sold. 

“ Shops ’’ are running wide open within two 
blocks of Chief O'Neill's office in the city 
kall.§ At 173 Clark street the number of 
bettors was as large as usuai, but the field 
of play was limited. 

“ No drawings,except In the Red and Green 
of Fort Erie and the Interstate,”’ said the 
slip writer when taking bets. ‘ Got to be 
quiet for a few days. I get the word that 
we'll open up after the grand jury gets done 
and that everything wih go along all right. 
We're a bit slow now, so as to allow the storm 
to blow over if it will.” | 


' Police Raid Four “Shops.’’ 


Four alleged *‘ shops "’ were raided late last 
evening by the police of the Lake street 
station. The owners were arrested and 
taken to the police station, where they gave 
bonds. Those arrested were: 

Robert Bell, 650,West Madison’ street, alleged 
to have operated a shop in the rear of a saloon.

Black Belt in Revolt. 

In the so-called ** black belt ’’—that portion 
of the south side extending from Twenty- 
second to Thirty-ninth street—ecores of the 
policy branches have been closed. The writ- 
ers gathered on street corners and openly de- 
nounced the syndicate, asserting that they 
had been discriminated against, in that 
neighbors who run places have not been dis- 
turbed. 

“Policy Sam’’ Smith, King’s right hand 
man, has been unable to placate the offended 
ones. Consequently, meetings have been 
called for today, when the™”writers will as- 
semble at various district headquarters, the 
aim being to devise some means of appeas- 
ing these men whose “ books” have been 
taken from them asa result of the syndicate’s 
process of thinning out the shops. 


Gamblers Turn on King. 


Pressing on the heels of this trouble is a 
break between the gambling elements of the 
city. Some of the “ big fellows,’’ who have 
had some share of controlling “ privileges,” 
are tired of the King-Tom McGinnis domina- 
tion and are prepared to attempt the over- 
throw of the combination if the opportunity 
offers. 

Chief O’Neill asserts that every headquar- 
ters where policy drawings are supposed to 
be held will be raided, but this rule was not 
carried out yesterday. The offices of the 
Frankfort and Kentucky and the Home 
and Standard,”’ at 104 Randolph street, were 
closed by the police, according to the report 
of Detective Herts, who is conducting the 
crusade direct from the offices of the chief. 
The ‘‘ Frankfort ’’ people contend that their 
drawings are held im the Kentucky city of 
that name, while the *“*‘ Redand Green ” com- 
pany contends that the winners are deter- 
mined by drawings held in Fort Erie, Canada, 
the results being telegraphed here. 

Chief O’ Neill is gathering evidence for sub- 
mission to the May grand jury, which meets 
a week from tomorrow, but this is directed 
wholly against the policy agents and pres- 
sure ds being brought on him to secure the 
indictment of owners of buildings who rent. 
to the policy agents. The law is strict and 
prescribes a fine of $2,000 for violations. 
This was the most effective weapon used in 
killing policy in Baltimore. 

-The negro ministers of the city will con- 
tinue the crusade from their pulpits today. 
The Rev. R. C. Ransom, pastor of the Insti- 
tutional church, will again preach against 
the evil at the evening service. The colored 
ministers in Hyde Park, Englewood, Lake, 
and Evanston, and the south and west sides 
also will deliver sermons against policy. To- 
morrow morning the Rev. John W. Robin- 
son will ask the Methodist ministers of the 
city, when they meet in regular weekly ses- 
sion at the First Methodist church, to for- 
mally join in the fight.

George Benedict Commends His Soul to 
Find Heaven and Then Quits Life, 
Following Promise to Wife. 


Banquo, thy soul's flight, 

Tf it find heaven, must find it out tonight. 
This quotation ends a letter written by 
George Benedict and found by his side after 
he had@ shot himself at his home, 149 Eugenie | 
street, Friday night, a few hours following 
the death of his wife. The letter was read 
at the inquest yesterday. It was signed by 
Benedict, and addressed the Public.” 
It ended with the quotation given, the rest 
of the communication being: , 

* Lest the reason for this act be misunder- 
stood, I leave this note, not in apology, but 
in explanation. I promised her I would go 
‘with her, and I will abide by that promise. 
There is nothing left now.”’ 

Benedict, who was a court stenographer, 
was with his wife when she died Friday morn- 
ing. When he shot himself he was alone in 
the room where his wife’s body lay.

OFFICER WHO SAW KENTUCKY 
FEUD MURDER SHOT AT. 


Bullet Clips Hair from His Head and 
Curtis Jett, Who Is Charged with 
Killing James B. Marcum at Jack- 
son, Is Suspected—Warrant Sworn 
Out for His Arrest by Tom Cock- 
rill, Prominent in Cockrill-Hargis 


Lexington, Ky., May 9.—[Special.]—Dep- 
uty Sheriff Belvin J. Ewen, who stood beside 
James B. Marcum when he was shot in 
Jackson last Monday as a result of the Cock- 
rell and Hargis feud, and who is believed to 
have recognized the assassin, was shot at 
today. Curtis Jett. who is charged with 
killing Marcum, is believed to have fired the 
bullet. 

The bullet fired at Ewen clipped a 
lock of hair from his head, but he escaped 
injury. Ever since Marcum’s death Ewen 
has been regarded as a marked man and he 
was out'of town for a time. Jett had told 
several friends that if there were any wit- 
nesses to any assassinations in which he was 
‘interested he would kill them also, and sus- 
Picion pointed to him as being the man who 
had atempted to take Ewen’s life. 

The warrant for his arrest was issued on an 
affidavit made before Squire Payne by Tom 
Cockrell, the young member of the family 
which has already had two members slain 
in the feud. ; 

Jett left Jackson this morning, .coming to 
‘Winchester, where he is said to have hired 
a buggy and to have driven across the coun- 


try to the home of his mother in Madison 


county. Another clew is that he boarded a 
freight train bound in this direction, in which 
case he is in Lexington tonight. The whole 
police force is looking for Jett im the eastern 
section of the city. 


Accused of Other Murders. 

If Jett is caught in Winchester he will 
doubtless be lynched, since his uncle, Sam 
Jett, is one of the men who is running him 
down, and has expressed this determination. 
Jett is now accused of killing Dr. Cox and 
James kriil, two former victims of the 
feud. He is 24 years old and unmarried. He 
is regarded as a desperate individual, and 
has been pardoned by Gov. Beckham several 
times upon the application of Judge Hargis 
and Sheriff Callahan of Jackson. Since the 
assassination of Marcum Jett has found no 
place to stay in Jackson, for every one was 
afraid of him, it being suspected all] the time 
that he was the murderer. 


| Has Evidence to Convict. 

Tom Cockrell tonight met Judge J. C. 
Pack, a prominent citizen of Jackson, whose 
office is directly across the street from the 
entrance of the courthouse where Marcum 
was killed in this city, and Judge Back told 
him that he saw enough to convict Jett, and 
gave him the names of Kelley Cash, J. E. 
Patrick, William M. Combs, and two others, 
with whom he had talked, who claiméd to 


| have seen Jett go into the courthouse just 


before the shooting and come out a short 
time after. 

Ewen, he said, had seen Jett rush upon 
Marcum with a revolver in both hands and 
shoot him in the head. : 

‘* Jett was talking to my law partner, Judge 
Patrick, and leaving him he walked down 
the street and into the sid® entrance of the 
courthouse,” said Judge Back. Marcum, 
who had been seen standing in the door talk- 
ing to Ewen, at the sound of a revolver was 
seen to reeland fall. A second shot was fired 
and presently Jett came out of the same door 
that he went in. Jett went out at a rear door 
and jumped over the fence into the jai! 

He was seen coming up from the jail later.’’ 

Judgé Back held a lengthy conversation 
with Sam Jett over the telephone tonight, 
and Jett asked him to delay his proposed trip

Insist qn Employment Exclusively of 
Membere Union—Preprictors Un- 
able to Grant This, Willing te Ar- 
bitrate Everything Elee—Expect to 
Reach Settlement in Few Days on 
Present Matter, but Then Havé Twe 
Other Organizations te Meet. 


While some progress was made yesterday 
toward the settlement of the laundry strike, 
there is little hope that the laundries will 
be open tomorrow. The offers of the owners’ 
association, made im an afterneen oonfer- 
ence with the workers, and again urged in 
the evening, were not accepted. Another 
meeting will be held this morning, when no 
effort will be spared to bring about some un- 
derstanding by which the laundries can care 
for the city’s needs. 


Recognition of the union.

Strikers Resist “Open” Contract. 


What the laundry workers objected to in 
this was that it did not include their pet 
project, that the employers should bind them- 
selves to hire none but members of the union. 

The labor representatives, T. C. Wilson, H. 
P. Schoenfield, and A. BE. Francis, insisted at 
both sessions, held at the Great Northern 
hotel, that this was vital with them and that 
they could not yield. On the other hand, the 
Employers’ association, to which the laun- 
drymen belong, has as one of its constitu- 
tional provisions a rule forbidding any mem- 
ber to enter into any such exclusive agree- 

J. A. Barkey of the owners’ association, de- 
clared in the evening that his organization 
could not grant the demand of the strikers 
and that no setthement could be reached. until 
the unton representatives withdrew it. Last 
night the opinion prevailed that the laundry 
workers ultimately would accept the offer of 
the employers, after holding out long enough 
to make a brave showing. 


Two More Unions to Meet. 


“ After we have made a first agreement 
with the workers we are by no means out 
of the woods,’’ Mr. Barkey said. “ This 
agreement, as drawn, is provisional on the’ 
signing of like articles with the drivers and 
hand shirt workers, two separate organiza- 
tions. Should either of them fail to sign 
with us the deal would be off all around. 
Therefore, while the prospect is excellent for 
our coming to an early understanding, I fail 
to see how the whole matter can be brought 
to the stage where we can promise open 
laundries on Monday.” 


’ Second Week More Serious. 


With the beginning of the second week of 
the strike the situation will become more 
serious tomorrow in Chicago. Few people 
in the city are entirely independent of the 
concerns. 

From outside cities reports came in both 
that the laundrymen were ready to stand 
by the Chicago owners and that residents 
of this city were sending their work else- 
where to be done. In Omaha the laundries 
are making provision to do business by the 
wholesale for Chicago. 

Detroit has a small laundry strike as an 
echo of the trouble in Chicago. J. H. Wen- 
dell owns two laundries in each city. Those 
in Chicago being involved in the strike all his 
business has been handled at Detroit. The 
workers there,. although not organized, quit 
yesterday and decided to remain out until 
matiers were settled tn this city. 


STRIKE DRIVES PACKERS AWAY. |. 
'| ANSWER TO COLORED WAITERS, 


Hammend Company Shuts Down Indi- 
sha Plant and Will Hasten Its 
Removal to Chicago. 


On account of labor troubles in Hammond, 
Ind., the plant of the G. H. Hammond Pack- 
ing company there was closed yesterday, 
throwing 1,800 men out of employment. 

The immediate cause of the company's 
decision was the strike of 600 laborers and 
thirty-five firemen, but it expected to move 
to its new buildings in the Union stockyards 
in July or August in any event, and already 
had shipped considerabie machinery to this 
city. 

Trouble with the firemen began a week 
ago last Friday, when they presented their 
demand for an eight hour day and additional 
pay. They had been working in twelve 


-hour shifts. The company refused to accede 


to their demands, but promised to give them 
the same hours and wages which prevail in 
the Union stockyards, 

The firemen rejected this offer and a strike 
was called. The laborers went on a strike 
yesterday out of sympathy, and this resulted 
in the decision by the company to remove at 
once to Chicago.

—Engines Become Derailed Because

MELBOURNE, May 9.—The strikers on 
the government owned railroads have already 
caused the greatest, confusion.

The last train arrived in Melbourne short-

Immense crowds aseembied in the 
streets to witness the departure of the last 
trains. 

Train sheds are picketed by members of 
the engine drivers’ and firemen’s associa- 
tions, who stop at will all persons who are 
anxious to work. ._There is no appearance of 
life at any of the stations, and all the staff 
are. idle. The mails are being returned to 
the postoffice. The engines that left the 
rails were wrecked because the substitute 
engine drivers did not use the airbrake, with 
which they were unfamiliar. Public opinion 
is strongly against the strikers.

CHALLENGER WINS EASILY 


SHAMROCK III. DEFEATS OLD 
BOAT BY WIDE MARGIN, 


Im Race of Eighteen Miles Leads by 14 
Minutes 6 Seconds—First Trial Since 
It Was Dismasted Shows Superior- 
ity on Every Point of Sniling—Capt. 
Wringe Able to Pass Rival When 
He Pleased—Constitution Neglects 
Chance to Sail with Reliance. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

GOUROCK, Scotland, May 9.—The first 
trial of Shamrock IIL., since it was dismast- 
ed, which was held today off this port, dem- 
onstrated the ability of the new America 
cup challenger in a striking way. In a race 
of elghteen miles it defeated Shamrock I. by 
fourteen minutes six seconds, and outclassed 
the older boet in every point of sailing. 

Following some preliminary sail stretching 
spins the yachts were sent off ona real racing 
trial. The challenger was trimmed to its 
work and every sail was drawing well. 


Scores a Decisive Victory. 

They ran first with spinnakers to Cloch, 
five miles, and Shamrock I{l. caught and 
passed its opponent and led by quite a quar- 
ter of a mile at that point. The boats were 
then broadreached to Skelmorliie buoy, the 
challenger opening away fast and constantly. 
The wind was a trifie unsteady and the 
challenger was rather better served. It beat 
Shamrock I. hollew, turning the Skelmorlie 
end of the nine miles’ sail nearly eleven 
minutes ahead. Reaching back up channel to 
Cloch the challenger further improved the 
lead until it was two miles ahead. The fin- 
ishing stretch was by the wind, and the 
challenger continued to open away and 
scored a decisive victory. 


Always Able to Take Lead. 


During the informal sp!ns Shamrock IIL. 
was apparently able to take the lead when- 
ever Capt. Wringe desired. The latter, how- 
ever was foiled in one maneuver. Fetching up 
from Rothesay closehauled, the challenger 
closed rapidly on Shamrock I. and head- 
ed it with the object of passing to windward, 
but Capt.. Bevis suddenly luffed Shamrock 
L., forcing Capt. Wringe in shore, where the 
wind was lighter. For three miles the chal- 
lenger sailed close by the weather quarter 
of her opponent, but was unable to get past. 


Constitution Neglects Chance to Race. 

Bristol, R. I., May 9.—Reliance reached 
here from New Rochelle today, having been 
towed from Cornfield light, in the sound, be- 
cause of the light wind. Although every- 
thing was ready for hauling out the yacht in 
order that the underbody might be cleaned, 
a brisk northeast wind was blowing, and it 
was decided to give the new yacht a spin in- 
stead of putting it on the ways. 

Constitution also made preparations to go 
out and from the haste displayed on board 
it was thcught the crew were trying to get 
ready to give Reliance a.brush. When Re- 
liance left its anchorage, however, Constitu- 
tion did not follow. Instead it was taken in 
tow by its tender and started westward.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 9—A mosque at 
Kuprili in European Turkey was blown up 
with dynamite on May 2 and 200 Mosiem wor- 
shipers were burned in the ruins. The per- 
petrator of the outrage, a man named Popoff, 
immediately shot bimself and died. A paper 
found in one of his pockets described him as 
a member of the “ Macedonian Knights of 
Death.” 

Turks Kill Thirteen Christians. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CONSTANTINOPE, May 9.—Thirteen 
Christians were killed and nineteen were 
wounded, and three Mussulmans were killed 
during the recent outbreak at Monastir. In 
an encounter between imperial troops and a 
force of insurgents in the neighboring vil- 
lage of Zapari on May 6 eleven Bulgarians 
were killed and seventy-four were made 
prisoners. 

There has been a wild panic in Monastir, 
Macedonia, since Thursday, when there 
was a series of dynamite explosions, fol- 
lowed by murderous street fights, in which 
women took part by the side of the men. 


Germans Want Wer Delayed. og 

BERLIN, May 9.—The German govern- 
ment regards the Turko-Bulgarian situation 
as being grave, but responsible officials say 
that if a collision can be staved off through 
the summer more sober counsels can get a 
hearing in the winter, when military action 
is impossible. 

It is understood that the powers in their 
representations at Sofia reproaching the Bui- 
garian cabinet with showing weakness to- 
ward the revolutionists pointed out the 
necessity for a more energetic attitude. in 
addition to the communication made to the 
government at Sofia the powers have made 
representations at Constantinople which 
have convinced Turkey of the hopelessness of 
deriving any territorial or pecuniary ad- 
vantage from attacking Bulgaria.

William EB. Watt, Whe Is Principal of 
the Graham School, Says Shaks-~ 
peare Used Bad English, Was a Poor 
Speller, and That His Language 
Was Behind the Times—Objects to 

*. Using the Books in Grammar Classes 

 —Wants “High Art” Cut Out. 


Shakspeare was a cheap punster. 
Shakspeare’s wit was of a slim order. 
Shakspeare's language Was behind the times, 
Shakspeare’s grammar was bad. 


The bard of Avon was all this and more, as 
looked on by Principal William E. Watt of 
the Graham school. Mr. Watt expressed his 
views yesterday before the Principals’ asso- 
ciation in opposing the adoption of a com- 
mittee’s report on English. 

Some applause greeted the remarks of the 
speaker, but no one took up the discussion. 
In a few minutes one of the other principals 
arose and said: ‘ , 

“ Now that we are through with Mr. Watt's 
comedy of errors, let us get down to busi- 


Says Shakspeare Is Overrated. 

“T do not think we ought to put into the 
hands of grammar school pupils the entire 
works of Shakspeare,”” sald Mr. Watt. 
“They do not tend to enrich the language 
powers of the children. I betieve that Shaks- 
peare is much overrated. His wit is of a slim 
order. He is a cheap punster, and I hate 
punsters. 

* The language of Shakspeare is behind the 
times, and often is not acceptable because of 
the morals set forth. His plays are full of 
what we recognize as errors of speech. The 
teacher tells the pupils about this great mas- 
ter of the English language, and they grasp 
the idea that everything this man wrote ts to 
be accepted as the highest standard of style. 
They are misled and injured by the bad gram- 
mar, bad spelling, and bad morals in the 
boo 


ks. 

“I wish to protest against going back 300 
Years for language, to be used as a standard 
for the twentieth century. My objection ap- 
plies also to the Roger de Coverley papers, the 
‘Vicar of Wakefield,’ and many other class- 
ices the language of which is obsolete. Cut 
out the ‘ high art,’ and do not go back 800 or 
400 years for models of style.”’ 


Learns to Read Too Early. | 
At the last regular meeting of the Cook 
County Teachers’ association yesterday at 
the Association building Prof. 8. H. Clark of 
the University off Chicago said the child 
should not be taught to read until it was 9 


years old. 

“The child in its fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
perhaps eighth year,”’ said Prof. Clark, “‘ does 
not have the appreciative mind to read. In 
these years tell it interesting stories of the 
beautiful in life, and when it Is 9 years old 
it will learn the letters in six weeks and you 
cannot stop it from reading.”’ 


Opposes Corporal Punishment. 
' County Supt. A. F. Nightingale urged the 
teachers not to use corporal punishment. 

“I would advise the teacher who cannot 
get the love of her pupils to quit the pro- 
fession,”’ said the superintendent. ‘‘ Ninety- 
five per cent of all corporal punishment in- 
flicted is the result of the temper of the 
person who does the punishing. 

**IT have no patience with a teacher who 
cannot get along with the pupile without 
whipping them or inflicting some other pun- 
ishment. You can get more work and better 
service out of a horse by not whipping it, 
and why does not the same principle work 
in regard to children?’

Forged, the Imitation Is Nearly Per- 
fect—Lack of Living Witnesses. 


In the Charlotte Getchell-Remi¢k-Coles di- 
vorce entanglement Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Barnes yesterday spent several hours 
examining Arthur Humphrey, who has been 
the woman's attorney in several) of the pro- 
ceedings. Humphrey is afSo one of her at- 
torneys in the present prosecution of a per- 
jury “charge against her in Judge Holdom’s 
cou 


rt. 

Incidentally, it was developed that both the 

defendant and the late Charlies L. Remick 
were married again subsequent to their sep- 
aration in 1892, the former to a man named 
Coles and the latter to the woman to whom 
he willed his property. The contest over this 
will gave occasion for the alleged bogus di- 
vorce decree and the perjury charge against 
the defendant. 
, In cross-examination Mr. Barnes tried to 
show that Attorney Humphrey had knowl” 
edge of how the decree was obtained, and 
that he knew its history when, in 1901, he 
offered it as evidence In the suit of the wom- 
an for Remick’s estate. 


Tangle of Divorces, 

The examination of the attorney brought 
out the fact that the defendant and Coles 
were living together when Remick died in 
1806, and that after Remick’s death Hum- 
phrey was attorney for the woman in get- 
ting a divorce from Coles. It was also dis- 
closed that Humphrey represented the wom- 
an im the litigation by which Porter L, 
Getchell of Oshkosh, Wis, obtained a di- 
yorce from her in. Kenosha county, Wis., 
shortly after Remick died: This action was 
instituted by Getchell, who claimed to have 
been imposed on by an attorney in 1880 a few 
gnonths after he had married and left the de- 
fendant. He said the attorney gave him a 
bogus divorte decree. Gétchell married again 
and supposed that his divorce was regular 
until apprised by a Chicago attorney in 1898 
that he had been duped. 

It was insisted by Attorney Barnes in his 
examination that Humphrey had taken Mrs. 
Remick into Wisconsin in 1896 so that service 
of the divorce notice might be had upon her 
by F. W. Houghton, a Milwaukee attorney 
representing Getchell. ‘This the witness did 
not positively deny. 

It was admitted that in the litigation for 
the partition of Remick’s estate Humphrey 
represented Mrs. Remick and offered in evi- 
dence both the Coles divorce decree and 
Getchell’s decree secured in 1806. These were 
offered in 1898. The litigation dragged along, 
and it was not until 1901 that the alleged 
bogus decree divorcing the woman from 
Getchell in 1885 was offered. 


Good Copy of a Forgery. 

The signature of Thomas A. Moran, former 
judge of the Circuit court, found upon this 
decree is so perfect that the f er jurist 
himself vannot say that it is not his. One 
discrepancy, however, which the state has 
endeavored to prove ig that the matter in the 
type written decree was made by a typewrit- 
ing machine that was notin use until several 
years after the date of the instgiment. 

The state is also against the Tulings of the 
courts that perjury must be proved “‘ by one 
living witness ’’ and corroborative evidence. 
There is only documentary evidence that the 
Civorce decree which Mrs. Remick declared 
to be genuine is not so.

YALE TRACK MEN ARE VICTORS. 


New Haven Team Defeats Princeton 
in the Dual Meet by 75 
‘ Points to 29. 


Princeton, N. J., May 9.—[Special. ]*-Prince- 
ton and Yale met here this afternoon in a 
dual track meet for the first time since 1896, 
and Yale won. scoring.a total of 75 points 
‘to Princeton's 29. The Tigers captured only 
two first places—in the one mile run and 
in the hammer throw. Gaines, the crack 
hurdler, and Horton, Nassau’s captain and 
holder of the intercollegiate record in the 
pole vault, were both counted on as sure first 
place men by the orange and black sup- 
porters, but they fell down. Horton failed 
to do better than 11 feet 2 inches, while 
McLanahan of Yale got over the bar three 
inches higher. Horton's. best previous rec- 
ord was 11 feet 7 inches. Gaines’ failure to 
land a medal for the Tigers in the 120 yard 
hurdle event was, however, due more to 
an accident than lack of ability. 

He had a good lead over Clapp, the Yale 
flyer, and would have won hands down, but 
he tripped and fell about twenty feet from 
the tape. As it was he got third place. 
Clapp covered the sticks at :15%, equaling 
both the Yale and Princeton track record 
in the event. Glass, Eli's giant athlete, 
put the intercollegiate record in the shot put 
completely to the woods. He hurled the 
weight 45 feet 8% inches, a foot farther than

BOYS" BIG MER? AT HAND, 


ILLINOIS HIGH SCHOOL TRACK 
CONTEST DUE SATURDAY. 


Hyde Park Is Counted Upon to Carry 
Off the Victory for Chicago This 
Year, but the South Side Lads Will 
Encounter Strong Competition 
from Both the Country Athletes and 
the Other Local Teams—Visitors 
Will Be Well Entertfinea. 


Next Saturday the eleventh annual II- 
linois state high school track and field meet 
will be held under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Champaign. The event 
is the biggest of the season for the young 
athletes of this state, and every school 
which has any sort of athletic pretentions 
will be represented in the contest. _ 

The Illinois management has made ‘the 
usual preparations fcr the annual contest, 
and by Friday night Champaign and the uni- 
versity campus will be turned over to the 
visiting high school lads. The state meet is 


the event of the year for the country school. 


boys, who do not have so many meets in 
which to compete as the Chicago athletes, 
but even the latter take greater pride in win- 
ning the state meet than they do the others 
which are now given by the various western 
colleges. 

The Illinois contest has been held each 
year since 1803, is the oldest scholasticAtrack 
event in the west, and consequently it is con- 
sidered the most important, although the 
meets given by Chicago and Northwestern 
universities usually have more star perform- 
ers because academies and schools outside 
of the state can compete. 


Will Be Well Entertzined. 

There will be plenty of amusement for the 
high school visitors at Champaign during 
their stay. The delegations will start to 
arrive on Thursday, and by Friday night the 
whole list of competitors: will be the guests 
of the various’ fraternities. Friday after- 
noon the Lllinois and Wisconsin. track teams 
will meet in a dual track contest, and.after 
that event the baseball teams of the two 
colleges will meet. The high school track 
meet will be held Saturday morning and will 
last until the middle of the afternoon, when 
the Illini and Stagge’s maroon ball tossers 
will meet in their first baseball game of the 
season. The state oratorical contest will be 
held Friday night. 

Chicago high schools usually carry off the 
championship banner, and it will be a sur- 
prisé to the local lads ff they do not win the 
event this season. Hyde Park is the school 
which is expected to repeat South Division’s 
feat of last spring and defeat the down state 
schools. But the south siders will have 
their troubles, as they will have plenty of 
competition, not only from the country 
schools but also from the rival Chicago 
teams. Chicago will be better represented 
this season than for years. 

Many from Chicago. 

Hyde Park, South Division, Evanston, 
North Division, Oak Park, Manual, English 
High, and Englewood will have entries. Of 
the down state schools, Taylorville, Rock- 
ford, Pontiac, Paris, Springfield, Galesburg, 
Griggsville, Jacksonville, Charleston, and 
Decatur are the most prominent. Pontiac 
and Paris are the most dangerous opponents 
of the Hyde Park lads, and in case of the 
points being well scattered any one of the 
other schools may slip in and capture the 
prize. The meet is always uncertain, as it 
is hard to get a good line on the smaller 
schools. Then the weather on the day of tlie 
meet is usually bad and this has often 
changed the result. 

The Hyde Park lads will make a special 
effort to win the contest, for with all the 
other athletic victories which the south siders 
have to their credit they have never wona 
state meet, although several times they have 
been favorites. Last year Hyde Park hada 
fine chance to win the event, but were ex- 
pelled from athletics by the local board of 
control and were unable to compete. Three 
years ago Hyde Park thought it had the win- 
ning team, but misjudged the strength of 
Bell and Dougherty of Biggsville, who 
captured the event for their school.

This season Hyde Park isin fine shape, and 
will be sadly disappointed if the bunting is

at an edge. I know there have been all 
sorts of stories afloat,.and I have never 
taken the trouble to deny them, but now 
that both mares are dead there is no ob- 
jection to the facts being known whenever 
it comes your way to printthem.” | 

St. Julien was Hickok’s next great horse. 
The Saint was a fine looking, hawky, bay 
gelding, by Volunteer, and in 1875, under 
the management of William Sargeant, a 
New York trainer, won some good races in 
the grand circuit and made a record of 
2:22%. The folldwing winter Hickok came 
on from California and bought the gelding 
-for the then sensational prico of $20,000, his 
partner in the enterprise being a Californian 
named James Morrow. In September, 1876, 
St. Julien won a cheap match race against 
a horse named Voorhees, and Hickok found 
that he had only a half educated trotter on 
his hands, although St. Julien was evidently 
one of the fastest harness performers in 
the world. 


St. Julien in Retirement. 


Hickok decided right then and there that 
St. Julien would not again appear in public 
until he was ready and willing to put up a 
performance that would be a credit to him- 
self and his trainer, and the horse was re- 
tired for reéducating. It was just a few 
days more than three years later—Sept. 2u, 
1879—that St. Julien made his next start ina 
race. He beat Graves and Nutwood (after- 
wards famous as a sire) handily, the best 
heat in 2:17. A month later came the tri- 
umph of Hickok and St. Julien. The driver 
had all along maintained in his quiet way 
that the son of Volunteer was the fastest 
trotter in the world, although but few who 
heard him took the talk seriously, 

On Oct. 25, 1879, St. Julien was started at 
the Oakland track to beat the world’s trotting 
record, the 2:18% of Rarus. Ex-President 
Grant, who was returning from his triumphal 
trip around the world, was a great lover of 
the American trotter, and occupied a seat in 
the judges’ stand. Hickok warmed St. Julien 
up thoroughly and then came out for the 
trial. He went the mile as never a trotter 
had gone the distance, finishing with some- 
thing to spare in 2:12%. . 

It was a great exhibition of speed by the 
horse, and a wonderfully good piece of train- 
ing and driving by Hickok. St. Julien had 
jumped from 2:17 to the world’s champion- 
ship at a single effort, and there were signs 
that his limit had not been reached. After 
the time had been announced and the cheer- 
ing had ceased, Gen. Grant walked to the 
place where St. Julien was being cooled and 
looked the horse over carefully. 

Gen. Grant Interested. 

The man who, as a boy, used to earn a do!- 
lar now and then by converting a hard trot- 
ting nag to the ambling pace suitable for sad- 
dle use, and who’ was then, after a great 
career as a soldier and the head of the Amer- 
ican nation, returning from a tour of the 
world, was as interested in St. Julien as the 
latest recruit to the trotting ranks, and for 
once the reticence that characterized the 
soldier was gone, and he asked Hickok ques- 
tions innumerable concerning how the horse 
had been trained, being particularly im- 
pressed with the fact that it had taken three 
years of earnest and intelligent work to bring 
the trotter to the post ft for a world’s reo- 
ord performance. 

St. Julien’s record was subsequently re- 
juced to 2:11%, and for a season he was the 
rival of Maud 8. for championship honors, 
After the horse had aged and lost his ex- 
treme flight of speed so that he was no long- 
er useful to Hickok at the meetings where 
the Californian raced an offer of $3,000 was 
made for the gelding by a man who wanted 
him to campaign on the Pacific coast. This 
offer was refused, both Hickok and Mr. 
Morrow agreeing that they did not want to 
see a Orice great horse battling against young- 
er competitors for small purses. So St. Julien 
was turned out on the big Morrow ranch to 
end his days in peace and plenty. 


Didn’t Like a Quiet Life. 


The old horse made a great fuss when his 
groom took him to -the ranch, seeming to 
know that his days as a racer were over, 
but he soon made friends with other animals 
on the place, and for years was prominent 
in the annual roundup of the Nvestock. One 
spring the ex-champion failed to appear, and 
search revealed the fact that he had died 
during the winter. , 

Other trotters of extreme speed that 
Hickok trained during the latter part of his 
career were Directum and Beugetta. The 
stallion was not strictly sound when Hickok 
took him in hand, and Beuzetta, once she 
was taught to go straight, lost her speed. 
Scores of trotters of less caliber were made 
by Hickok, and it was noticeable that when 
they left his hands, either for use on the 
road or for racing, they were well man- 
nered and reliable. Of Hickok’s skill as a 
conditioner there has never been any ques- 
tion among thinking men. 

Like most of the old school horsemen, he 
believed in a long and gradual preparation 
for a campaign, and it is noticeable that 
after a general excursion by t later 
knights of the sulky into the realms of the 
brushing system conceived by the late Sena- 
tor Stamford for the proper education of 
colts, there is just now a return to the time 
tried methods, and it is the rule of men like 
Geers and McHenry, who stand at the head 
of American reinsmen, to give their horses 
what is known as “‘ the long prep.”’ 


Insists on Regularity. 


Hickok was 4 great stickler for regularity 
in training, and when the day arrived for 
one of his horses to be worked the exercise 
had to be given unless the weather absolute- 
ly p¥evented. He once had a long argument 
on this point with the officials of a grand 
| circuit track, where his stable was being 
made ready for a campaign. It happened 
that the day for working a certain trotter 
fell on Sunday, and, although the track was 
located in an Ohio village where Sunday laws 
were strictly enforced, and this was pointed 
out to the driver, it took the combined elo- 
quence of the officials to convince him that 
the training must not take place, although 
it was impossible for him to see that a 
twenty-four hour postponement of the mat- 
ter would have no unfavorable results to 
the horse.

Among local fol- 
lowers of racing there is a sense of disap- 
pointment over the developments of the 
season thus far in their bearing upon the 
outiook for the great race. . 

Early, one of the conspicuous candidates 
for the race, has met defeat in his only start. 
Linguist, another one, ran no better than 
an ordinary selling plater at the Worth 
track on Friday. Topsoil, the promising colt 
in 8. C. Hildreth’s stable, is apparently out 
of the contest as the result of a bad shoulder,

and the inevitable list of disappointments 


among the “dark horse’’ candidates dis- 
covered during the early spring has grown 
as steadily as usual. In this lot may be 
classed Bardolph, Lem Reed, Onatas, The 
Picket, and a few others. Onatas, having 
been sold to young Thomas, the eastern mau, 
will probably be started in the Suburban in- 
stead of the Derby, if he goes in either. The 
races are only two days apart. Theothers 
“won't do.’’ 

The Kentucky Derby, which usually fur- 
nishes a star performer for the Washington 
park event, turned out a winner that is not 
highly regarded by turfmen generally, anda 
half dozen or more youngsters which had 
friends from the time they were named for 
the Derby, have already raced often enough 
and itn a way to mark them “ out” so far as 
concerns their chances in a first class derby, 
unless one of them should show unexpected 
improvement. Among these are Gregor K., 
Skillful, The Don, Au Revoir, Bad News, 
and Sigmund. 


. 
Witful, a candidate which came ynex- 


pectedly to the front early in the campaign, . 


was seriously injured and placed in the 
“doubtful Hst just when her presence tn 
the race would have enhanced its interest 
greatly. Barly’s sale to M. H. Tichenor & Co, 
indicated that one other youngster in that 
stable which was highly regarded by the 
public generally had not come up to ex- 
pectations in his spring work. Otherwise 
why would the Chicago firm have needed a 
more promising candidate than Sidney C. 
Love? 

Added to these Incidents are the score of 
animals who are Derby entries, but have in 
the last few weeks shown they can hardly 
win a cheap selling race, although of course © 
this is the case with every Derby. 


To offset these disappointments there have 
been a few agreeable surprises. Savable, the 
Futurity winner, at all times the favorite 
for the race in. the advance betting. won his 
only start, and although it was a mere sprint 
and against an ordinary field, the race marks 
him as one of the most promising looking ad- 
vance favorites the American Derby ever has 
known. This victory of Savable occurred 
nearly two weeks ago, at Nashville, and 
accounts of the race say the son of Salvator 
looked big and fat and far from ready. John 
A. Drake, the owner of the colt, who has 
returned from Chicago, also states that his 
horses are by no means in racing condition; 
added to which is the well known fact that 
Enoch Wishard is one of the most conserva- 
tive and careful trainers in the world anda 
marvel at pointing a horse for any one event 
~—for proof of which one needs to go back 
no farther than last summer, when he won 
the American Derby with Wyeth and the 
Futurity with Savable, each of these races 
marking by long odds the best performance 
of the season on the part of the winner. Itis 
manifest Savable was sent to the post April 
28 for a little exercise and experience. His 
victory, therefore, is auspicious for his 3 
year old career, although, of course, there Is 
the possibility: he may not train on. In fact, 
if Savable follows in the footsteps of other 
Futurity winners, he will not amount to much 
as a 3 year old, but Bnoch Wishard may 
break this precedent. He never before had 
a chanee to do so. Savable did not have an 
arduous 2 year old career, compared with 
that of the average good 2 year old of these 
days. Possibly he may make even a better 
8 year old, for he was not a phenomenally 
good 2 year old, even though hé won the rich- 
est race of the year for colts of that age. 

Then Witful, despite her injury, is still 
a bright spot in the Derby horizon. Nobody 
except possibly Owner Hilderth expected so 
much from the gallant daughter of Mirthful 
until she began running over stake horses 
at the Memphis meeting and demonstrated 
that it was going to take a youngster of class 
to keep with herinany race. Witful to date 
is by all odds the best Derby eligible that 
has been shown, judging by this season's 
racing alone. It is to be hoped the filly will 
recover from her injuries in time to prepare 
for the great race. 


To date there is nothing doing among the 
eastern candidates for the Derby that in- 
terests the Chicago public, except the races 
of Senator McCarren’s colt, Mackey Dwyer. 
The latter won two corking good sprints at 
Aqueduct and was left at the post at a 
third start. He was conceding weight in 
these races, and his showing resulted in his 
owner playing him heavily to win the event 
at Washington Park. 

Judge Himes’ victory In the Kentucky 
Derby, for all that it failed to impress horse- 
men, brings nevertheless a new factor into 
the race. Judge Himes is a big, strong 
horse, which is at its best where endurance 
as much as speed is called into play, and it 
takes a horse of stamina to win the Derby. 
Wyeth may be cited as an illustration. It 
is generally believed Judge Himes lacks the 
class, but perhaps the class will be lacking 
by the time Derby day rolls around. The 
colt is pretty sure to improve between now 
and Jane 20 and may be a better colt than 
the smart men think. 

Giving Himes credit for some quality, the 
showing made by Early in the Kentucky 
classic is not so bad, and if the Troubadour 
colt was given only a moderate preparation 
for that race—as reports say—he may train 
on into a topnotcher. He was a good 2 year 
old, and was not raced hard enough to spoil 
his chances for improvement as a 3 year 
old. Accounts of the race at Louisville agree 
thet he could have won easily ha@the race- 
been a furlong shorter. It is not improbable 
he can be trained to go the extra three fur- 
longs required in the American Derby by 
the day the race is run. 

Claude, the winner of the California and 
Tennessee Derbies, is, of course, a factor to 
be reckoned with at all times, and despite 
his defeat he is unquestionably a colt of at 
least good class. The greatest danger in his 
case is that he pam, A be stale by the time 
the Derby is run, as he has practically raced 
all the time for a year. It is certain that 
when fit he can go a route, carry weight, 
and has a fair share of speed. 


Of the Derby candidates which have run on 
the Chicago tracks Dan McKenna has made 
the best showing. He gives some indica- 
tions of ability to go a route and pack weight, 
although he has not yet doneenough to mark 
him as dangerous in first class company. He 
does not look so promising as his stable com- 
panion Owenton did a year ago before he 
went wrong. 

Some local racing enthusiasts fancy the 
chances of Au Revoir, but it ‘is doubtful if 
the Bennett colt is more than asprinter. That 
certainly was all he promised as a 2 year old, 
and while he won at a mile at Worth on Fri- 
day, the majority of Derby students will 
continue to hail from Missouri when it is 
claimed the colt can ever go the Derby route. 
Last fall Au Revoir was much the same sort 
of a colt as Bad News, which was prominent 
in the running of the Kentucky Derby for the 
first mile and then fell away beaten. 

When Linguist defeated Au Revoir at six 
furlongs the backers of the Cook colt felt 
jubilant, but they had an awful fall on Fri- 
day, when he ran unplaced at a mile behind 
this same Au Revoir. Linguist was conceding 
the Bennett youngster seven pounds, but that 
does not offset the improvement he should 
have shown because of the extra quarter ofa 
mile, provided he had retained his 2 year old 
form. Last fall Linguist could not have de- 
feated Au Revoir at six furlongs, but he 
would have had trouble in doing so at a 
mile. The fact t Linguist’s mouth was 
sore, and “hat he wanted to run out at the 
turns, is possibly an explanation for his poor 
showing on Friday, but the indications are 
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this season. 
Monsieur Beaucaire’s victory in the Blue- 
grass stakes at Louisville on Thursday at- 
tracted some attention to Darden’s colt.which 
previously had not been much considered, 
but as the distance was only six and a half 
furlongs it did not mark a particularly nota- 
ble performance. Beaucaire is by Macduff, 
the sire of McChesney, and he will be watched 
with some interest from now on. Judge 
Himes, conceding Beaucaire five pounds, fin- 
ished four lengths behind him. 

Dick Welles is a pivotal county that re- 
mains to be heard from. Respess’ colt has 
not shown the public anything this spring, 
and those who remember his dazzling speed 
of last year and his victory over Savabie in 
the Hyde Park stakes will wait hopefully for 
favorable news of him. He is the only one 
of the conspicuous western colts of which 
nothing is known. Several of the crack east- 
ern candidates have yet to face the barrier 
for the first time in their 8 year old careers.

Secretary Nathanson arranged his 
‘stakes for the Harlem Jockey club’s spring 
meeting, which will open on Saturday, June 
6. with the running of the new $10,000 handi- 
cap, the Harlem National, for 8 year olds and 
upward, at a mile and three-sixteenths. 

Wednesday, June 10, will bring the Gradu- 
ate stakes, at five furlongs, for 2 year old 
colts and geldings. The M. Lewis Clark 
stakes. for 8 year olds only, at a mile and 
a furlong, will be run on Saturday, June 13, 
just one week prior to the American Derby. 
The following Monday, June,15, the Petite 
stakes, four and one-half furlongs, for 2 year 
old fillies, will be run; and on Thursday, 
June 18, comes the Austim Selling stakes, for 
8 year olds and upwards, at one mile and a 
sixteenth. 

In between the last two stakes, either on 
Tuesday or Wednesday of Derby week, Secre- 
tary Nathanson will put on the Derby Special 
Trial, at a mile and a furlong, for 3 year olds 
engaged in the big race of the following Sat- 
urday. The conditions and weights will be 
decided according to the wishes of a majority 
of the subscribers, and the amount of added 
money will depend somewhat on the size and 
quality of the probable field. 

Weights Are Increased. 


Since the weights for the Harlem National 
were announced the following horses entered 
in this big race have incurred penalties: 
Nitrate, handicapped at 109 pounds, picks 
up seven pounds for winning the Worth han- 
dicap, making his weight 116. Claude in- 
curred a penalty of twelve pounds by winning 
the Tennessee derby at Memphis, which in- 
creases his impost from 102 to 114 pounds, 
Judge Himes ts penalized a like amount for 
winning the Kentucky derby, and should he 
start in the Harlem Jockey club’s $10,000 
handicap he will have to carry 104 pounds. 

Two carloads of horses on thelr way from 
San Francisco are due to arrive at the Har- 
lem Park racetrack today. They include the 
stables of Mrs. J. Coffey, who owns Evea G., 
Rio Shannon, Galanthus, and others; Will- 
fam Cahill, with Hermencia, Ethylene, and 
one or two more; E. J. Smith; A. T. Dobson, 
the new owner of the good colt Epicure; P, 
Cc. Domaleche, who now owns Money Muss, 
the famous “drug store blond” sprinter, 
which again returns to Chicago after a vica- 
rious campaign in California during the win-

Huachuca. 

The Harlem Jockey club’s secretary is 
pleased with the prospect for a large field 
of the highest class going to the post for 
the Harlem National handicapon June6é. He 
anticipates from fifteen to twenty horses

The betting ring will 


drew almost clear, 


ADVANTAGE WINS NICELY. 


M’DOWELL’S FILLY TAKES THE 
NURSERY STAKES. 


Captures the Big Event at Churchill 
Downs After a Hard Drive in Spite 
of the Handicap of Two Stumbles 
and a Wide Turn Into the Stretch— 
White Plame Is Second and Sanc- 
tum Third—Crowhurst Pilots the 
Winner and Shows Judgment. 


Louisville, Ky., May 9.—[Special.J—The 
rich Nursery stake, worth $6,000, was won 
in gallant style at Churchill Downs by Ad- 
vantage, Thomas McDowell's Pirate of Pen- 
zance—Queenlike Il, filly, which, after a 
hard drive that lasted the length of the 
stretch, beat C. W, Moore’s White Plume, 
winner of the Debutant stake, by half a 
length. A head benind him came Sanctum, 
the pride of George C. Bennett’s barn, which 
was shipped from Chicago to run in the race. 
Advantage is undoubtedly a filly of the high- 
est class, as she stumbled;twice during the 
race and took a wide turn into the stretch, 
and overcoming those handicaps she ran the 
distance, four and one-half furlongs, in 
54%, within a quarter jof a second of the 
track record, made by Silverdale in 1900. 

The race Was a splendid contest from bar- 
rier rise to end. Huckleberry Finn and Com- 
modore were withdrawn, leaving six to go, 
and Sanctum was always the choice at odds 
around even money, while Prince Silver- 
wings, the second choice, was at 44#to 1, and 
Advantage was at fives. There was a good 
deal of jockeying at the start, and took five 
minutes before Starter Holtman got the fleld 
in good alignment and gave the word. They 
went away together, but Prince Silverwings 
and Sanctum quickly drew away from the 
others and opened up a lead of two lengths 
to the turn into the stretch. 

In the meantime Advantage and White 
Plume had been improving their positions, 
and when the stretch was reached it was segn 
that Sanctum and Prince Silverwings were in 
trouble. The latter was the first to give way, 
and before the eighth pole was reached was 
well beaten. Coburn took ‘the shortest way 
into the stretch, while Advantage swung to 
the middle of the track, and White Plume, 
who was lapped on him, had to go out, too. 
The pair gradually overhauled Sanctum, until 
at the sixteenth pole they were on even terms 
with Bennett's colt, and from there to the 
end it was a desperate battle. 

Fifty yards from the finish Advantage 
but White Plume was 
wearing her down at the end and his head 
was at her saddle skirts when the line was 
reached and just enough in front of the 
favorite to leave no room for doubt that he 
had finished second. 

The American Derby candidate, Incubator, 
came out for the first time this year in the 
mile event for horses of his age, and his 
trials had been so good that it was thought 
he would easily beat Bad News, who was a 
starter in the Kentucky Derby. He was an 
even money favorite, but was plainly short, 
and only finished third. Bad News had the 
foot of the party all the way. Hecut outa 
commanding lead early in the raceand noth- 
ing ever got near enough to him to give him 
bother. Incubator was the runner up to the 
final furlong pole, where he was all out, and 
when Lendin came up to him he quit, and 
Lendin had several lengths to spare at the

In France, on the other 
hand, there have been from time to time ex- 
plosions of against Bngland which 
threatened the actual disturbance of Bu- 
ropéan peace, but now, after the king’s visit 
to Paris, one may hope that all past sources 
of irritation will be forgotten. No city is 
more critical of manners. The king’s gra- 
cious act in taking off his hat to the tricolor 
was a fine specimen of his genial exchange 
of felicitous compliments with the president 
of the French republic, 

It has been a lonhg time since the mutual 
relations between the two great western 
powers of Eurdpe have been so satisfactory, 
and the chief part of the credit is due to 
King Edward. . But the French minister of 
foreign affairs should not be forgotten. M. 
Delcasse’s suavity is equal to his ‘ability. 
lnder the most difficult conditions he has 
preserved a conciliatory demeanor, and par- 
Hiamentary opposition has practically disap- 


ed. 
Irish Land Bill. 


The second reading of the Irish land bill, 
incomparably the most important measure 
of the session, was carried Thursday night 
by a majority of 443 votes against 26. This 
may’ justly be described as one of the most 
startling and puzzling events in the parlia- 
mentary history of England. The bill, as 
John Morley said in his powerful and inter- 
esting speech, is a social revolution. It aims 
at nothing less than the transference of agri- 
cultural Ireland from the rent receiving land- 
lord to rent paying tenants. In form, no 
doubt, it is a voluntary measure, but the 
position of the jandlord who refuses to sell 


man of iron resolution he will soon fall in 
| with the wishes of histenants. To effect this 
purpose the sum of 360,060,000 will be ad- 
vanced from the treasury. The credit of the 
united kingdom will be impaired, on the low-

working world. There are now 1,600 so- 
cieties, with 2,000,000 registered members 
catering for 7,000,000 persons and doing an 
annual business of $400,000,000. Large 
and apparently syccessful as the business 
is, the canker of corruption is eating into 
it, and parliament is asked to come to the 
relief with a bill for “ the better prevention 
of corruption.” ‘The object is to stop the 
giving of illicit commissions to the persons 
who are operating the coUperative societies 
of workingmen. Lord Grey in an/article 
in the London Times speaks of the bill as 
“a terrible tragedy being acted.in full sight 
of the house of commons "—the tragedy 
being the exposure of this important move- 
ment “ to the insidious influence of private 
greed, and avarice, and dishonesty—all 
forms of that private individualist ambi- 
tion and self-seeking which have proved the 
destruction of so many experiments in ideal- 
ist forms of industrial communities.” 
Lord Grey hardly states the case too 
strongly. The despair of the benevolent 
socialistic efforts is that ultimately they 
must. depend upon the regeneration of hu- 
man nature. Undeniably their purpose is 
a lofty one, but so long as human nature 
remains as it is the communistic and social- 
istic schemes will hardly prove more than 
interesting but costly experiments. 


REFORM THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
’ There have been a number of costly fires 


in the city lately. Insurance men say some 
of them were not handled well by the fire- 
men, and losses were greater than they 
should have been. One ldoks for criticism 
of this kind from agents whose companies 
have been hard hit and discounts it, but 
underwriters whose companies have not 
lost in recent fires also say that the depart- 
ment is not so efficient as it should be. 
Some say Marshal Musham is a little too 
old to do the best work; that he should re- 
tire; and that it was supposed when he was 
appointed he would retire in a year or two. 
Others assert that there are men in the de 
partment -who are’ working against the 
‘marshal to the injury of theservice. Others 
say there are incompetent men on the pay 
rolls who would be discharged or retired if 
personal or political influence did not pro- 
tect them. There is no agreement as to the 
reasons for the decline of the fire depart- 
ment from the high standard of other years, 
but there is agreement among underwriters 
that there has been a decline. 

The subject is one which interests al 
Chicagoans and not fisurance men alone. 
There is no branch of the public service on 
which citizens depend so much or of which 
they expect so much as the fire department. 
They will tolerate politics elsewhere, but 
not there. They will put up with inferior 
service elsewhere, but not there. Property 
owners reading what the underwriters say 
wish to know whether for any reason the 
fire department is not all it ought to be. 
If the marshal or any subordinate is not 
the best man for his place they wish him to 
be given a successor. 

Marshal Musham is a little over 64 years 
old. 
have been retired two yearsago. If he were 
an army officer he would have been retired 
three months ago. The duties of a fire mar- 
shal are more severe and exhausting than 
those of any army or navy officer who is over 
60. It takes a man of iron constitution to 
live through “ days of labor and nights de- 
yoid .of ease”—to be-scorched by heat, 
stifled with smoke, and drenched with ice 
water, and retain unimpaired physical and 
mental vigor. Swenie did, but he was an. 
exceptional man. 

Under the civil service commission rules 
no man over 33 can enter the fire depart- 
Perhaps, in view of the wearing 
nature of the work, 28 would be a better 
maximum age limit. The efficiency of the 
service will be promoted if no man is al- 
lowed to remain on duty as marshal or as- 
sistant'marshal beyond the age of 55 unless 
a board of experts shall find that his useful- 
ness is in no respect impaired. Really the 
model department would be one which had 
not a man over 40 in it. 

So_ much for the marshal... If there are 
subordinates who have weakened the de- 
partment by plotting against him they 
should be dismissed. If thereArfe captains 
or pipemen who are breaking down they 
should be retired. Thejefficiency of the de- 
partment should be maintained. From top 
to bottom every man should be one who 
can do his full duty and who does it—who 
can give the right orders at once if in com- 
mand, and who obeys orders when he is & 
subordinate. 

Chicago is no fireproof city. The steel 
and terra cotta buildings make the business 
district reasonably safe, but a fire, if it gets 
a good start and the wind be high, may 
sweep through the west division and de- 
prive thousands of homes and household 
goods. To avert such a calamity there must 
be a fire force of stalwarts. Citizens look 
to the mayor and the council for such a 
force, and will hold them to account for 
any lack of energy or skill in the depart- 
ment. 


“BARGAIN COUNTER” OPERA. 

Mr. Maurice Grau, who says he is through 
with opera, upon the eve of his sailing for 
Europe gave some interesting information 
as to his methods of conducting grand opera. 
It explains much as to disappointments, 
changes of cast and repertories, and it like- 
wise explains why his opera régime accom- 
plished little or uothing for art, though in 
the end it enriched Mr. Grau. 

Some of Mr. Grau’s admissions will come 
in the nature of a surprise to opeya goers. 
He confesses that he has never in his life 
discovered a great voice and is not musician 
enough to know one if he heard it: that he 
lras never given the first production of an 
opera and \has never examined an opera 
score; and that he rarely attended the re- 
hearsals of his own performances. He says: 
’“T have treated grahd opera as a eommer- 
cial proposition and handled it as a business 
y enterprise. To.me opera is little less than 
cold, calculating business. Some persons 
have said that I make it ‘ bargain counter’ 
business. Let it go at that, if it means that 
I have reduced it toa 
basis.” 

There have been some persons in the 
past, devoted to musi¢ as an art, who have 
accused Mr. Grau of conducting opera er- | 
tirely from the point of view of the box office 
and that his only test of success was commer- | 
cial instead of artistic. His friends indig- 
nantly denied it, but now Mr. Grau himself, 
having abandoned the operatic field, has 
taken the public into his confidence and 
frankly admits the truth of the charge and 
concedes that he was running an operatic 

“ bargain counter ” business as did his uncle 
and the Strakosches before him. This suf- 
ficiently explains why grand opera ascon- 
ducted by these impresarios has done noth- 
ing for the progress of musical art in this 
country and why the only advapcement has 
been made by the few great orchestras of 
the country, those of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, ‘Pittsburg; and Chicago, not

INVESTIGATE. THE SHERIFF'S BILLS. 

The county board in overriding Presi-+ 
dent Foreman’s veto of -the jailidiet bills 
acted with unbusinesslike haste. The 
members ‘failed to investigate the bills laid 
before them by the sheriff and gave,.no 
consideration ¢o the figures offered them. 
by the president of the board. It would 
have been more in accord with the repu- 
tation of business men, like Commissioners 
Ahrens, Thompson, and Busse, to cal! for 
the appointment of a committed to go into 
the matter; to require affidavits from Sher- 
iff Barrett that the bills represented the 
actual cost of food. purchased for jail use; 
‘to examine President Foreman’s statis- 
tics showing the high per capita cost of 
feeding jail inmates; and to recommend 
what action the board should take. The 
éommissioners acted in haste. ‘Tur Tris- 
une hopes that they will reconsider their 
hasty decision to pay the bills and proceed 
to investigate.

Perhaps 
one ‘reason is that the superintendent of 
public service is a better buyer me i the 
sheriff is} The business exyperien 
some of the members of the board ofr 
tell them that it would be cheaper td buy 
for the jail and county institutions togeth- 
er instead of separately, and they should 
offer Sheriff Barrett the services of the 
shrewd buyer for Dunning and the county 
hospital. ‘The sheriff should be only too 
glad to get the services of so competent 
a man and thus keep, down his dietary 
bills. ‘The county is poor, and it is the 
duty of the commissfoners and of county 
officials to economize wherever they can. 
Here is one of the places. The compara- 
tive figures submitted by President Fore- 
man prove that it costs too much to feed 
the jail inmates; .The sheriff and the 
county commissionere should yield to the 
eloquence of facts and the demands of 
economy. 


PROGRESS OF MEDICAL EDUCATION. 

The address delivered at the opening ses- 
sion of the American Medical association 
at New Orleans on Tuesday last by its pres- 
»ident, Dr. Frank Billings of Chicago, was 
specially interesting for its statistical infor-’ 


tion and the numerical increase of the p,o- 
dession, Of course, Dr. Billings’ figures in- 
clude only those in “ godfi and regular stand- 
ing.” He finds that mandatory legislation 
and the moral influence of state boards have 


| greatly improved the status of medical ed- 


ucation in the last ten years, but he is of 
opinion that there are stilltowmany medical 


. schools, too many students, and inadequate 


facilities for teaching. In 1877 there were 
65 medical schools in the United States; 
in 1882, 89; in 1902, 156—an increase all 
the more extraordinary when it is taken into 
account that none of them is a profitable 
venture, owing to the greatly increased cost 
of maintenance. In 1882 there were 14,934 
matriculates, in 1902 there were 27,501—an 
increase of about 100 per cent in twenty 
years. The numbef.of graduates in 1882 
was 4,115, in 1902 it was 5,002, Dr, Bill-. 
ings in this.connection says: ‘“ The natural 
increase in the population of the country- 
and the deaths. in the ranks ofjthe profes- | 
sion make room each’ year for about 8,000 | 
physicians, based on the proportion of one; 
physician to 600 of the population. With 
5,000 or more graduates each year, a surplus 
of 2,000 physicians is thrown on the pro- 
fession, overcrowding it, and steadily re- 
ducing the opportunities of those already 
in the profession to acquire a livelihood.”’ 

To correct this evil Dr. Billings would 
diminish the facility with which a medical 
degree can be obtained in thiscountry. He 
would have fewer schools and fewer grad- 
uates. 
prietary medical schools, which are con- 
ducted for commercial reasons, abolished, 
since their continuation henceforth must 
be harmful. The present status of medical 
science he believes demands a university 
medical college course, in which the uni- 
versity fixes the requirements and controls 
the admission of students. To prepare for 
this course he would have the quali- 
fications of admission @ two years’ course 
in. the study of English, French, Ger- 
man, mathematics, history, philosophy, 
physics, chemistry, general and organic, and 
qualitative analysis, comparative anatomy, 
and general biology. The requirements for 
entrance seem severe, but not too much 
so when it is taken into account that today 
medicine is applied acience and that the 
successful practitioner must now have a 
good “working knowledge of “ general, 
physical, and physiological chemistry, of 
general biology, bacteriology, patholegy, 
physiology, embryology, pharmacology, his- 
tology, and anatomy,” and possibly still 
other ologies.” 

If such requirements as these were hon- 
estly met doubtless the ranks of the profes- 
sion would soon be thinned and the least 
efficient would be weeded out. There 
would be no dangef even then of too few 
doctors. What with those of the orthodox 
persuasion, the dissenters, the eclectics, the 
} irregulars, the faith healers, the mind heal- 
ers, the quacks, and the cranks, an uncon- 
scionably large proportion of the population 
is engaged in the business of curing, or at- 
tempting to cure, the ills to which flesh is 
heir and to “ring out old shapes of foul 
disease.” 


AN EXHAUSTING GAME. 

The dietary computer is a “game” in 
about the same sense in which six day bi-. 
cycle racing is a “sport.”’ Each article of 
listed in the dietary compoter is: fol- 
lowed. by specifications under five heads. 
You “cost,” “ proteids,” “ fats,”

units. of each. Now, if all you had to con- 
sider was ‘‘ cost,”’ you could easily choose 
a series of articles the total cost of which 
would correspond approximately to the 
amount of money you were willing to spend 
on a day’s food supply. Or, if all you had to 
do was to secure the prescribed daily 
amount of proteids you could juggle with 
the articles at your disposal till your total] 
appeared. But when you have five totals to 
secure at the same time the mathematical 
laws ‘which govern such vainglorious ‘at-

"A SERMON FOR TODAY 


BY THE REV. A. L. BANKS, 


Faith and Service. 
Trust in the Lord and do gdod. — Psalnis |. 
xxxvii., 3. 
Trust and service go together. The man 
who believes nothing, who has no faith and 


courage in efforts to help others. No man 
is well fitted to do good until he trusts In 
the strength of an arm greater than his 
own, in the goodness of a heart upon which 
he may rest with perfect peace. 

An elderly merchant in a western city 
was in sore trouble. He had one of those 
living sorrows which are infinitely harder to 
bear than the grief which death brings. He 
had a son who had been caught in the toils 
of strong drink. One Saturday night the 
father had been trying to help him and had 
pa It seemed as though his heart would 


At midnight he was still staying in his 
office on the brink of despair. For two 
years he had been working and praying, and 
it seemed to him that he was to lose every- 
thing at last. Almost unconsciously he 
took up from his desk a paper tying there 
and his sad eyes fell upon Katrina Trask’s 
little poem, and he read these words: 

Lie down and sleep; 
Leave it with God to keep 
This sorrow, which is part 
Now of thy heart. 
When thou dost wake, 
If still ‘tis thine to take, 
_ Utter no wild complaint, 
. Work waits thy hands. 

If thou shouldst faint 

God understands. 

The words of the poet so met his desperate 
need that they aroused the merchant from 
the lethargy of despair that was settling 
down upon him, and he said out loud, “I 
will.”’ 

He went home and sleptin peace. He arose 
the next morning refreshed and full of 
power. It was the sabbath, and setting him- 
self to work with new devotion, his boy was 
brought to trust in the Savior and was re- 
deemed from his sin that very day. 

There are two thoughts suggested by our 
text and by this story, which I have told to 
ihtustrate it. The first have already indicat- 
ed; that is, that useful service most always 
has its foundation in personal faith in God. 
The man who trusts God is at peace; the man 
who is worried and fretted and desperately 
anxious cannot serve you much. He is too 
worried about his own affairs. It is the man 
whose heart is staid on God, whose faith is 
sure and steadfast, who has an inexhaustible 
fountain of good cheer in his own soul, who 
can give you comfort and inspire your con- 
fidence in God when you are in trouble. 

It is also true that only the man who 
trusts God has a proper appreciation of the 
desirability of serving others. The man who 
loves and trusts the Heavenly Father, by 
that fact has his love and sympathy for his 
fellow-men deepened and made more sacred. 
He feels that he is not only helping his 
fellow-men but is pleasing God, and is, in 


for the infinite blessings and mercies of 
God to him. 

The other thought suggested by our theme 
is that service is necessary in order that 
we may keep our faith and trust. Wewill 
not continue to get the joy and gladness * 
which come from a living faith in God unless 
we do good. Trust is not given to us to fold 
up in a napkin and put away as a keepsake. 
The man who undertakes to hoard up his 
faith in God and thus save it from burglars 
is sure to lose it. The only way to keep 
confidence and trust and faith is to use them, 
generously giving them away in loving serv- 
ice of others day by day 

It was Paul’s great joy as he neared the 
end of his jife that he had “ kept the faith.”’ 
But he did not keep it by putting it away 
in the safe deposit vault of his own inner 
cousciousness. He kept it by telling it to 
everybody he met on the street, carrying 
it from land to land, and preaching it under 
every conceivable circumstance unto all sorts 
and conditions of men. And so the only way 
we cam keep that kind of a faith and trust 
in God that will be a fountain of good cheer 
and song in our hearts is by serving our 
fellow-men with unselfish love.

The Book 
of the Dead, the sacred book of Egypt, was in common use at a much 
tarlier period, That Moges was ignorant of these books and other early 


Egyptian literature, and scientific and religious records, is scarcely cred- 


ible, even without the testimony of St. Paul. Moreover, it is beyond ques- 
tion that the learned men of Egypt and Assyria were in constant commu- 
nication, and that the learning of each .modified the civilization of the 
other.

(fifteen grains) of pure radium is capable of giving off per hour heat equal 


_ to that produced by the combustion in oxygen of a gramme atom of 


hydrogen gas. The rate at which radium atoms, presumably the source of 
the heat, are discharged, is said to be that ‘of light waves—186,000 miles 
per second. Sir Oliver Lodge, writing of the emission of these atoms, 
remarks that as they are not of a kind chpable of penetrating bodies, but 
are easily stopped by obstacles, a thin layer, of.air would suffice for their 
arrest. This arrest implies the development of heat, much in the same way 


as the sudden arrest of the motion of.a bullet by impact on the target de-. 


velops a like result. The source of the t being thus near to the radium 
itself, that source, it is added, would fend to be kept warm. 

Furthermore, by keeping radium in a small chamber 
through which the atoms or rays could not pass, such a chamber might 
conceivably be made quite hot, this result being contingent on the fact that 
the assumed source of energy on which the radium draws had free access 
to it. Sir O. Lodge tells us that if this experiment were conducted in the 
open, so that the heat could accumulate for ome minute before escaping, 
the rise of temperature would amount to one and a half degrees (Centi- 
grade). Other facts about radium are interesting. This being a rare ele- 
ment it is said literally to be worth its weight, not in gold, but in diamonds. 
There is probably not anything like half a pound weight of it in existence

-—that is, for experimental purposes—at present. It is said that a pound 
of radium ip a room would constitute a source of danger—presumably from 
its heat emitting properties—of formidable kind. A few grains contained 
in a glass ‘ube and carried in the waistcoat pocket would burn the body 
of its possessor. Concisely stated, the problem of radium, so far as science 
ean state it at present, appears to be that of the sourte of the atoms with 
which this substance is bombarding everything in its neighborhood. This 
bombardment develops heat, and the further problem is presented in the 
shape of the inquiry how it is that radium, in the absence of any apparent 
source or renewal of supply, is capable of emitting energy continuously? 
To appreciate the full import of this inquiry -it is needful to fall back 
upon an elementary principle of science. An epoch making view in physical 
research was that which taught the world that the varied forms of energy 
which dominate the universe are interchangeable; or that, in other words, 
heat, light, electricity, magnetism, and so forth, were capable each of being 
converted into the other. This is the doctrine of the correlation of forces. 
Again, on the ex nihilo nihil fit p?inciple, we know practically that to get a 


supply of energy. we have to expend energy, or, in plain language, to pay 


for it. If we want steam power, we have to buy coal,iand out of the en- 
ergy supplied by the black jewels we develop our power. If we could get 
electricity or electric light for nothing, we should have no tram fares to 
pay and no electric light bills to settle. Science may, and does, show us 
cheaper ways than before of getting power, but it can never reduce the cost

Routine of the Laundry. |

other. Women's clothing is separated for the hand laundry,

of pure white soap in solution are given to a 200 shirt washer, 
and the time of washing a tubful is about two hours and a 
half. The same tub 4s used for the rinsing and the blueing, 
the same motion being used in the processes. 


Wringing by Centrifugal Force. 


Wringing is done between the ordinary rubber rolis or in the 
extractor, a big cylinder having a perforated inner lining and 
revolving at 1,800 turns a minute, thus throwing the water out 
of the clothes by centrifugal force. 

From the rinsing and bluing cylinder the ordinary shirt 
goes to the starcher. The starch cooker may hold as much 
as a hundred gallons, and no other vessel in a laundry has 
more safeguards thrown around it. The starcher is a vatlike 
Machine which forces the stiffening substance into the cloth, 
leaving the garments wrinkied and ovérloaded with the starch. 
From this the starched materials go to zinc tables, where the 
surplus matter is queezed from them by hand and where 
wrinkles are removed as far as possible. 

In big wicker baskets mounted upon trucks the clothes 
are trundied to the drying room, where, by means of steam 
pipes, a temperature of 110 degrees is maintained. The room 
is scarcely more than a locker, however, the clothes hanging 
upon racks, which are siid out in drawer fashion, closing the 
drying place as tightly as a dresser drawer closes that piece 
of bedroom furniture. From the drier all starched garments 
are sent to the dampener, a machine that forces just enough 
moisture into the fiber to make the ironers of all patterns 


work to the best advantage.

Thig is accom, 


plished by “‘The Does It,” unless the collar be o: turn 


Ironing Collars by Machinery. 


“The Does It” is designed to smooth any possible saw

The “ hounds ” iea term used by the coun- 
try. boy to incitide everything from a small 
andersized water spaniel to a big. good na- 
tured house dog that turns tail and rttne in 
wild dismay, yelping’ with terror, if a rabbit 
even looks at him. But this does not spoil 
the sport at all. The country boy with his 
leash of ennamed curs follows the track of 
juckiese rabbits by -the hour, and though he 
goes home destitute of game he has bad his

| ine em evenings in a country town can be 


heard fierce shouts of “stray goose,’ and 
“milly, milly molier, if you don’t holler, we 
won't foller.”’ These shouts come from ‘the 
small boys engaged in the exciting’sport of 
“stray goose.’’ One or two. boys 4@fe the 
geese and the other boys are the hunters. 
The geese are given a start of two or three 
minutes. Then the hunters start after them. 
Of course, the geese have disappeared in the 
darkness, but according to the rules of the 
game they must shout “ stray goose ’’ when- 
ever the hunters call, ‘“‘ milly, milly molier,” 
unless they are within such short distance 
of the hunters at the time that they could not 
escape by running if they were to make their 
_ presence known. 


Some Make Believe “Gray Wolves.” 


Country boys aiso play at night a game 
called “gray wolf.” Two of the boys are 
gray wolves and the others are dogs. The 
game is started by hurling a stick as for as 
it can be thrown. The dogs must run and 
get the stick and put it back at a place 
agreed on as a base. As soon as the stick 
is back on the base the dogs can start after 
the en but they must always keep in a 
pack. 

If they can catch the wolf and siap him 
three times on the back he becomes a dog, 
and the boy who catches him becomes a wolf.

EARCHING for an example of cat 
fear in man, it has been suggested 
that Dr. S. Weir Mitchell might well 
regard with some consideration the 
distinct man fear that seems to be 
inherent in cats. 
™ Tt is conceded that the cat In all proba- 
bility has been domesticated longer than 
the dog,” said a well known Chicago thinker. 
‘.Not only this, but from the nature of 
the animal fits associations with man have 
been closer than those of the dog, the crea- 
ture having the run of the home of man in 
all ages. Yet we find the cat to be the least 
affectionate of those domestic animals re- 
ceiving the same general treatment. In 
such feline individuals as show affection for 
man there is always the sense of distrust 
in them; at the least of unexpected move- 
ments on the part of the person the cat may 
be frightened silly. 

“As to this man fear in the cat, however, 
T have had some noteworthy experiences. 
For years my mother had a maltese cat 
that was perfection as a mouser. Sam had 
the run of the house and was the gentlest 
of creatures so far as members of the fam- 
ily were concerned. But the sudden ap- 
pearance of a strange man in the room 
would make a wild creature out of Sam. 
Whether waking or sleeping he would spring 
up, dash blindly at the walls, leap high into 
a curtain, and cling.there, yowling and 
screaming, circle madly rdund and round 
the room, and finally, when a door would be 
opehed, Sam would fly to it and disappear, 
spitting viciously in all the horrors of hys- 
teria. Perhaps it would be twenty-four 
hours before he would return. 

“ Neither women nor children would affect 
the eat in this way; bearded men especially 
were Old Sam’s béte noir, and to the day 
he died he had this man fear always present 
in him. 

In Fear of Negroes. 

‘Another case of man fear in a cat was 
in an old fashioned country house which I 
used to visit.as a boy. There were half a 
dozen negro men and women around the 
house and barns and with these negroes an 
old gray Tom always was panic stricken. 
Tom was born on the place and he moved 
between the house and the barns freely, al- 
lowing any white person to approach and 
stroke his back, but the overtures of the 
negroes would frighten him into delirium.” 

This student of the cat makes the point 
that because of the almost deified position 
of the cat in Egypt and in India in times 
past, together with its intimate association 
with man in modern times, it should show 

ater appreciation of master and mistress. 
et frequently when the owners of a cat 
move to a new home and brave the supersti- 
tion against moving the creature with them, 
the cat will leave its lifelong.owners to re- 
turn to the old home and live with strangers. 
Once friendless. too, the cat goes “ wild’ 
and relapses into a state of nature sooner 
than any other domestic animal. 

When at large the tamest of cats are hard 
to approach by a stranger. The horse at 
the curbstone will not wink at the approach 
of a stranger; the dairy cow in the pasture 
will scarcely move out of its tracks to make 
way for a person crossing the grounds; the 
ordinary dog that is cared for will come at 
the call of almost anybody. But the cat, 
once it leaves its own doorstep, becomes 
a whisking substance of a shadow, in spite 
of the fact that it invites far less of perse- 
cution than does the wandering dog. 


Dr. Mitchell Wants Information. 


With the man fear in cats established, Is it 
possible that cat fear in man is something 
mutually interdependent? 

Dr. Mitchell, poet, story writer, and expert 
in nérvous diseases, has not touched upon 
this possibility. In the pursuit of the phases 
of cat fear in man he has been advertising in 
the medical journals for reports from indi- 
viduals so affected by the presence of cats 
as to be irresponsible for the moment. This 
fear of which he is in quest must be pro- 
nounced enough for the person to be abie to 
detect the presence of a cat in the room with- 
out having seen or heard the animal, and in 
this consciousness of the presence the person 
must experience the strange, mesmeric hor- 
rors that belong to the cat fear in its full 
sense. 

In a quiet suburb of Chicago the doctor 
might find a marked case of congenital.fear 
of the cat, were the parties to it disposed to 
lend their aversion to the cause of science. 
For years this case has been under the ob- 
servation of the family of a young woman 
who is employed in one of the departments 
of THE TRIBUNE. At the present time there 
are a grandmother, a mother, and a 2 yéar 
old girl under this unnamed fear, and it is 
asserted by the grandmother that on her 
mother’s side, far back, this pronounceé an- 
tipathy to cats existed. 

In the mother of the babe the distinctive

something approaching violent hysterics;all 
the appearances of fear are present, and with 
these a gasping, uncontrollable struggle With 
herself that is painful to witness. Not till 
the animal is out of the room does she re- 
cover. 2 

In a less degree the grandmother has been 
afflicted always, but as more interesting, it 
is plain that the babe scarcely out of arms 
has this fear in a marked degree. She recdg- 
nizes this presence of the cat before she has 
seen it, and while not becoming hysterieal 
every attitude and expression of the child 
shows aversion and uneasiness and a dispo- 
sition to be taken from the room. She will 
fondle a dog with every show of confidence 
and affection, but will stream in fright ifa 
cat comes near her. 


Can’t Detect Hidden Presence. 


Notwithstanding this marked example of 
the cat fear of which Dr. Mitchell has been 
in search, neurologists have said that there 
is no such thing as this recégnition of the 
presence of an animal hidden in a room. 
Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton of New York is 
an authority in neurology. and he doesmot 
believe that a person is able to detect the 
presence of an animal which he has not seen 
or heard. He says: : 


“I do not believe that any one can detect 


‘the presence of a cat In the room without 


hearing it or seeing it. The nervous woman 
who has cat fear gets a glimpse of the ani- 
mal as it bounds out of her presence and then 
her hindsight changes to foresight and ‘she 
says she knew it alithe while. I doubt itany 
one Can produce a genuine case where @ péer- 


son can detect a cat’s presence unseen oF Un- 
heard.” 


Dr. Hamilton recognizes the thoiogical 
significance of this cat fear, finding 
it in high strung, emotional women more 
frequently than in men, but remarking that 
it is not nearly so,common and widespread 
as is the fear of a mouse. He regards the eat 
fear as something akin to other abnormal 
fears that are inherent and incurable, and in 
contrast he remarks the case of one of his 
patients who, while of the highest breeding 
and accomplishments, delights to hold cat- 
erpillars, toads, spiders, and even snakes in 
her hands. 

The Bellevue hospital case of Kate Cun- 
ningham was one of the marked examplesof 
‘cat fear, and had its part in influencing Dr, 
Mitchell to make his further researches on 
the subject. In childhood Miss Cunningham 
had seen a cat have hydrophobia, and from 
this developed the abnormai fcar of the crea- 
tures. From that time the sight of a black 
cat woudd throw her into hysterics, resuit- 
ing in a seeming displacement of her jaw. 
Finally, through some form of suggestion,s@ 
surgeon in the hospital induced her to believe 
the jaw was not displaced, and by touching 
the jaw thereafter the muscles were induced 
to become active again, 


Was Poe Afraid? 


Since the opening of the question by Dr. 
Mitchell it has been asked if Edgar A. Pde 
was nota victom ofthisfear. As suggesting 
it an extract from the story of ** The Black 
Cat’’ is pointed out: 

' “ The fury of a demon instantly possessed 
me. I knew myself no longer. My original 
soul seemed at once to take its flight from 
my body; and a more than fiendish malevo- 
jence ginnurtured, thrilled every fiber of my 
frame. took from my waistcoat pocket a 
penknife, opened it, grasped the poor beast 
by the throat, and deliberately cut one of 
its eyes from the socket! I blush, I burn, 1 
shudder while I pen the damnable atrocity. 


‘‘One morning in cool blood I slipped a 
noose about its neck and hung it to the 
limb of a tree; hung it with tears streaming 
from my eyes and with the bitterest remorge. 
at heart, hung it because I knew that it had. 
loved me, and because I felt it had given me 
no reason for offense; hung it because I Knew 
that in so doing I was committing 4 sin—a 
deadly sin that would jeopardize my im- 
mortal soul as -to place it, if such a thing 
were possible, even beyond the reach of the 
infinite mercy of the most merciful and most 
terrible God.”’ 


O you believe in dreams and ghosts? 

Or are you one of those who airily 
sweep away all arguments to the 

effect that ghosts are, and that they 

walk forth at the uncanny hour of 
midnight, and that dreams come true by de- 
claring that persons who relate hair raising 


stories of weifl spirits and uncanmy dreams 
are the victims of hailuctnations? 

This is noargumentat all with Mr. Andrew 
Lang, who is one of the most interesting of 
all the authors that have written on the sub- 
Mr. Lane cheerfuliy admits 
that every ghost is an hallucinatéon, but that 
the hallucination is a perception to quote 
Prof. James: “ As good and true a sensation 
ag if there were a real object there.” The 
object happens not to be there. That is ail. 

As to telepathy, under which heading might 
be classed both ghosts and dreams, Mr. 
Lang says: “I do believe with all students 
of human nature, in hallucinations of one, of 
several, or of all the senses. But as to 
whether such hallucinations, among the 
sane, are ever caused by psychicalinfluences 
from the minds of others. alive or dead, rot 
communicated through the ordinary chan- 
nels of eenee, my mind is in a balance of 
It is a question of evidence.” 


Mr. Lang in his latest book, ‘“* Dreams and 
Ghosts,” has brought together a great many 
stories. as evidence in this matter. As to 
whether the evidence he submits is conyin- 
cing or not depends entirely upon the indivi- 
dual readers. Mr, Lang himeelf does not de- 
clare whether he regards these. stories as 
proof postive or rot. He does not constitute 
himself as judge or jury. He is merely the 
attorney who submits his case on its merits, 

He takes the position of one who ways: 

“It may be true and it may mot be, 

I tell the tale as ‘twas told to me.” 

> 

Among other dream stories he tells is the 
one about the dream vision of Prof. H. V. 
Hilprecht. who has the chair of Assyriclogy 
at the University of. Pennsylvania. The 
university had dispatched an expedition to 


explore the ruins of Babylon, and sketches 


of the objects discovered had been sent home. 
Among these were drawings of two small 


fragments of agate, inscribed with charac- 


ters. One Saturday night.in March. 1803, 
Prof. Hitprecht had wearfed himself with 
puzzling over these two: fragments, which 
were supposed to be broken pieces of finger 
rings. He was inclined from the nature of 
the characters to date them about 1700- 
1140 B. C.; and as the first character. of the 
third line of the first fragment seemed to 
read KU, he guessed that it might stand 
for Kurigalzu. a king of that name. 

About midnight the professor, after long 
and vain wotk over the inscription, went 
perplexed and weary of mind and hody to 
bed. *Then he tells of the following strange 
dream: 

“A tall, thin priest of the old pre-Chris- 


tion Nippur, about 40 years of age, and clad 


in a simple abba, led me to the treasure 
chamber of the temple, on its southeast side. 
He went with me into a small low ceiled room 
without windows, in which there was 4 
large wooden chest, while scraps of agate 
and lapis lazuli lay seattered on the floor. 
Here he addressed me as follows: 

“*The two fragments, which you have 
published separately upon pages 22 and 2, 
belong together. They are not finger rings, 
and their history is as follows: 

“* King Kurigaizu (about 1300 B. C.) once 
sent to the temple of Bel, among other articles 
of agate and lapis lazuli, an inscribéd votive 
cylinder of agate. Then the priests sudden- 
ly received the command to make for the 
statue of the god Nibib a pair of earrings of 
agate. We were in great dismay, since there 
was no agate as raw material at hand. In 
order to execute the command, there was 
nothing for us to do but cut the votive cyl- 
ipder in three parts, thus making three rings, 
each of which contained a portion of the 
original inscription. The first two rings 
served as earrings for the statue of the god; 
the two fragments which have given you #¢ 
much trouble are parts of them. If you will 
put the two together you will have confirma-- 
tion of my words. But the third ring you 
have not found yet, and you never will find 


The professor awoke, bounded out of bed,. 
as Mrs. Hiiprecht testifies, and was heard 
écying from his study, * It is so, it is sot” 


The professor verified his dream next day. 
The inscription ran thus, the missing frag- 
ment being restored, ** by analogy from many 
similar inscriptions "’: 

To the god Nibib, child 
Of the god Bel, 
His Lord 
. Kurigalzu, 
Pontifex of the god Bel 
Has presented it. 

But in the drawings the fragments were of 
different colors, so that a student working 
on the drawings would not guess them to be 
parts of one cylinder. Prof. Hilprecht, how- 
ever, examined the two actual fragments In 
the imperial museum at Constantinople. 
They lay in two distinct cases, but, when put 
together fitted. When cut asunder of old, 
in Babylon, the white vein of the stone 
showed on one fragment, the gray surface on 
the other. 


Prof. Romaine Newbold, who publishes t his 
dream, explains that the professor had un- 
consciously reasoned out his facts, the dif- 
ference of color in the two pieces of agate 
disappearing in the dream. The professor 
had heard’ from Dr. Peters of the expedition 
that a room had been discovered with frag 
ments of a wooden bex and chips of agate 
and lapis lazuli.

The Four False Face Societies. ie 

Tnrere are now at Newtown, on the Cattaraugus réeserva- 
tion, south of Buffalo, several more or t¢6s. clearly défined 
groups of false faces—the big society, the little society, the 
husk. faces, and the doorkeepers. Their functions are chiefly 
to cure disease and to destroy witchcraft. A man who is ill 
sends for the false faces to come to his assistance. His fam- 
lly prepares mush. ‘The leader cf the society, to. whom the 
request was sent, summons the membership. They gather 


near the sick man's house and, before entering, put on their 


wocden masks and make other preparations. They then 
craw! into the house on their hands and knees, snaking their 
The old lady who leads them offers tobacco at the 


ters represent. The false faces then approach the fireplace, 
pick up double handfuls of ashes and glowing coals, rub these 
between their hands, and then apply their hot palms, or blow 


‘the ashes from between them, upon the sick man. Then they 


sing and danee, and at last, filling their pails with mush, dis- 
perses The diseascs for which this fire treatment is employed 
are hot diseases—fevers, burning eyes, headaches, tooth- 
aches, neuralgias, and the like. 

Should any one in the village dream of sickness or cf 
some general misfortune threatening the people he makes 
known his dream and the false faces are summoned. They 
start in separate bands from the most remote houses of the 
town and go in procession, singing, from house to house. 


They are masked and wear dancing dress. Accompanying — 


each band of false faces Is a \husk mask runner, who never 
rests, but runs constantly around them and before them 
to announce their coming. The companies meet near the 
council house and unite, At their head a leader bears a pole, 
decorated like a barber-pole, with a spiral line. To this, at ite 
upper end, are hung.a fittie husk mask, ajlittle wooden mask, 


and a little turtle rattle, miniatures. of the actual oneg used. 
in the dance. Behind him follows a crowd of false faces. 


Their magks are of carved wood and represent all kinds of 
grotesute and hideous faces. The designs may be vuried-at 
fancy, but there are several favorite patterns that are found 
again and again in every Iroquois town of New York and 
Canada. ‘Two; however, of fixed types are of exceptional im- 
portance 4nd are éalled “the doorkéepers.” One of these 
has a long, ‘narrow, prominent, aquiline nose and a mouth 
with thin, protruding lips; the other has a mouth wider at 
the sides than*at the middle and bordered by enormous, swol- 
len lips. When the husk mask messengers of the two par- 
ties met, they ran in opposite directions through the council 
house, one-entéring at one, the other at the other door, and 
dut again. 

On reaching the council house the procession of masked 
dancers enters, crawling. on their hands and knees, singing 
and rattling; they then seat themselves upon the floor. The 
doorkeepers stand at the doors watching; the husk mask 
messengers’ keep running around the council house outside. 
Tobacco is. burned; the invocations are made; sick persons 
who may be present.are invited to be cured by the firo treat- 
ment. Then the false faces dance. When they are through 
the husk mask messengers are called in and dance alone 
around their long staffs, the lower ends of which they set upon 
the floor. The doorkeepers then marshal the unmasked spec- 
tators into line and lead them in the doorkeepers’ dance. The 


mush is then dished out into the pails of the participants and

believe it. My best narrator begins it; “This is a.true 
story—aa lately story.” Ther was one time an old minis- 
ter—DBaptist minister—at Tonawanda. He was always 
preaching against pagan religion. Many times hc preached 
against the false faces, saying: “They are no good. Don’t 
believe in them; they can’t. help you; they are just devil's 
work.”’ There was an old lady, whp was the leader of the false 
face society and a doorkeeper. In her house she kept a big 
basket full of wooden false faces for the members. She heard 
what that minister sald and she muttered: ‘ That old Chris- 
tian, long Tuscarora man! I'll fix him; I give him one sick- 
ness,"’ Then she took out.the false faces from’ her basket and 
laid them on the floor; she burned tobacco and made invoca- 
tion; after that she told the false faces’to go to work and do 
something. The next day «every one heard that. the minister 
was dreadfully sick. He sweated; his face was red like fire, it. 
burned and was all swollen; he shook all the time and acted 
crasy like. So his people came to her and begged her to‘cure 
him. But she scornfully replied: ‘No; he is against us; 
called us bad; we won't help him—not my gang."’ The vic- 
tim grew worse; they could not keep him quiet; always he 
tried to throw himself into the fire. Again they sought tne 
old woman; again she refused aid. She did not wish to help, 
and only in case of a large payment would she do aught. At 
last they raised the money and begged her to come around 
at midnight. She went with her “gang” and ordered them 
to apply the treatment vigorously. A fire treatment of excep- 
tional severity ensued. In the morning the old man was well. 
The -false faces were vindicated. | 


White Visitors Fear Masks. 


Today the Iroquois of New York state are in constant 
contact with white men, and all sorts of white individuals 
visit them on their reservations—missionaries, teachers, pel- 
diers, photographers, painters, philanthropists, sociologists,

anthropologists—all, for one or another personal reason, £0 
to their homes. Whether the story of the Baptist minister is 
true or false, I know that many of these white visitors are 
afraid:.of these masks. It seems to make little difference 
whether they are intelligent or educated; a number of bright 
acquaintances of mine will hardly touch one of these wooden 
false faces. They will make all sorts of semi-jocular excuses, 


but they let them alone. They apologetically refer to\.mi-— 


crobes, and, shrugging their shoulders, will suggest con- 
tagion. The fact, however, is that they have enough of 
fundamental superstition lingering in their blood to make the 
ugly things uncanny. It is the “ medicine’ in them, it is 
their “ great power,”’ that scares. 
Through eleven long years a husk false face has looked 
down upon me from the wail of my living room. As my 
securing of it illustrates some striking features of Indian 
character I will tell its story. It was my first visit to An 
Iroquois reservation, in the summer of 1882. With a party 
of twenty students we arrived at Irving station. We were 


strangers, and eight miles lay between us and the “ pagan . 


village ’’—Newtown. A single buggy was the only vehicle 
the town afforded. The ticket agent at the station suggested 
renting a team. and hay wagon from a Christian half breed 
who lived near. This man proved obdurate; the day was 
Saturday and the hay was on the ground; rain might come 
before Monday and the hay would be spoiled—he would not 
go. In vain I urged, pleaded, offered large payment. He 
was inflexible. I was about to leave in despair, when, sud- 
denly I remembered having heard that most of these Indians 
were ‘“ wolves '’—i. e., belonged to the wolf clan or gens. My 
Indian friends in Iowa were also wolves. “Ah,” said I, as 
I prepared to leave, “I thought perhaps you were a wolf.” 
His face lighted up. “I am a wolf,” he said. “What! You

@ wolf and allow me, a wolf, to come to your door and refuse 
to help. What would my wolf friends in Iowa say if they 
knew this?”’ The hay was forgotten; the bond of blood drew 
harder than money interest. In twenty minutes every ar- 
rangement was made, ahd our party was soon gayly on its 
way. Among Indians kinship outweighs all else. | 


Strength of Indian Kinship. 


Arrived at Newtown, I left my company in our driver’s 
hands, as he was compelled to serve as guide and interpreter. 
I began‘a search for a husk false face. :At the first house 
there was none. Turning to leave, my eye caught sight of & 
turtle rattle hanging on the dodr. Another turtle shell is 


_ procese of preparation hung by it. I had not intended to buy, 


a rattle, but the sight allured me. -I asked its price. “One 
dollar, white man."" I now know the pricé was reasonable; 
then I thought it high. In vain I tried to lessen it—the old 
man was not to be moved. As I turned to leave I saidi “I 
thought maybe you ‘were a wolf.” “I am a wolf... whites 
man.”” “ What! you a wolf, and ask me, a wolf. $1 for tat 
rattle?’ “‘ Well, white man, how much will you give?” “Fi 
gladly pay you half a dollar.””. “ Take he said, and 
walked away, with a twinge of feeling, indeed, that wolfship 
ought to smack of reciprocity. 

At, the next house an old woman had the desired husit 
false face. It was a beauty and had been worn at. the pre- 
ceding New Year dances. The price was $1. In vain I tried 
to beat her down; gradually I raised my offer until it was 
70 cents. But it was of no avail—she was not to be shaken. 
“ Well,” I said at last, “ you treat me as if I were a common 
white man. I come here to your door, a ‘wolf, and you ask 
me $1 for that false face,” and'I injected into my. voice alj 
the pathos of injured kinship. “ All right, white man—you 
may be a wolf; Iam not. I am a snipe! I want $1 for thas 
false face." She got it,,and now for eleven years that husk 
false face has looked down upon me, sending forth, no doubt, 
great power ’’ to help me in my undertakings. 

In the pictures in this e we show the two doorkeepe? 
masks, a husk false face, and some dancing scenes. These 
dance, scénes—representing the procession when it reaches 
the council house, the husk false face messengers dancifig, 


and the false faces siiting on the floor of the council house—— 


were drawn by two Indian children. The first two are o” 
Jesse Cornplanter, a Seneca boy of 14 years. The last is 
drawn by his sister Carrie, who is 15 years old. Nélither of 
these children has had any instruction In drawing, and they 
indulge in drawing simply because they enjoy it.. Few ohiil- 
dren of their age in the Chicago schools, after several years 
of instruction, draw groups so well.

~ It's a little early yet to be able to find out 
all that Gen. Frank D. Baldwin did for his 
country in the histories. Gen. Baldwin has 
not yet quit making history. He has madea 
grenut deal, and he probably will mgeke more 


contemporaneous history, a history that 
keeps up with a man while he is still going 
ahead and doing great things, is found in the 
Army Register, which keeps pretty close on 
the heels of the performances of the officers 
of the United States army. The Army Reg- 
ister and the field reports of the department 
¢cmmanders in the Philippines. bristle with 
frequent repetition of the name of Gen. 
ld win. 

The Army Register shows that the only 
reason Gen. Baldwin does not have two 
medals of honor on the breast of hig coat 
is merely because the law forbids more 
than one medal of hcnor to be given to a 
singie individual. But he is fwice mentioned 
as having performed feats of gallantry elther 
one’ of. which would have brought him the 
coveted decoration, the Victoria cress of the 
American army. 


Twice Commended for Gallantry.

The genera] prac- 
tice by the American government is to reward 
Conspicuous services by conferring a brevet 
rank of the next higher grade on the officer so 
distinguishing himself.

After 
several days of waiting, in which Gen. Chaf- 
fee tried to talk the hostile dattos over, the 
command to advance was given. 

' The troops had been moved to Bindayan, 
two miles from Bayang,. and on May 2, 1901, 
the attack on Lempessen hill, in the province 
of the Datto of Bindayan, was begun. Begin- 
ning at noon, the troops advanced and the 
Moros were flying back to their fort within 
an -hhour and a half. By 4 o'clock the fort 
was entirely surrounded, but there was no 
cessation in the fire of the defense. To carry 
the inclosure without ladders or without 
dynamite was impossible, and the American 
troops were disposed for the night, suffer- 
ing gredtiy from a severe rain which set in. 
The condition of the wounded men in the 
trenches was especially pitiful. 

All arrangements for storming the place 
had been completed by the morning, when 
the white flag was observed over the fort 
and the Moros surrendered without weiting 
the assault. 

Their total loss was between 300 and 40 
men, the Americans losing only seven men 
killed and forty-four wounded. three of 
whom died within four days: Gen. Baldwin 
pushed on and completed the task assigned 
to him and wéAs then recalled, the further 
subjugation of the hostile Moro dattos be- 
ing intrusted to Capt. John J. Pershing of 
the Fifteen cavalry, who has completed with 
signal crédit the work so brilliantly begun 
by Gen. Baldwin. ; 

After his Mcro campaign Col. Baldwin 
received his star and becarre a general. He 
was ordered home and assigned to the ccom- 
mand of the department of Colorado. His 
retirement when he reaches the age limit, in 
wnother year, will bring to its close a career 
that has been devotéd from its beginning to 
its end to the services of the country and 
which refiects naught but glory and honor 
not only on Gen. Baldwin, but on the flag he 
served so faithfully and so well. ;

IGHT vegetables new to this country 
are betng cultivated in the govern< 
ment experiment stations, with refer- 
ence to introducing them to the truck 
gardeners.

From 
Mexico is da pepper largely used in that 
country, and a *“‘ husk tomato,”’ which makes 
de‘icious sweet’ pickies. A decorative and 
medicinal vine is a cucumber,’also Mexican, 
which distributes its seeds broadly when 
ripe by violently exploding. Chevril. a sedge 
like plant from Europe, produces a tuber of 
hazel nut size, which, eaten raw, tastes like 
cocoanut.

No 
salary Was attached to the position, and yet 
out of over 16,000 directors in the. state there 
were less than forty women, The contlition 
of the public schools is notorious, especially 
in Philadelphia, but all efforts of the women

Women Taxpayers as Voters. 


It is much to be regretted that the New 
York legislature adjourned without passirg 
the bill to give taxpaying women a vote 
on questions of special taxation in the third 
class cities ef the state. This vote was con- 
ferred in 1901 on women of the towns and 
vilages—about 1,800 ofthem. The point soon 
vas raised that a taxpayer's franchise of 
either Men or women was uncorstitutional. 
The Court of Appeals deciared in favor of 
its constitutionality, and it has been exer- 
cised by a large number of women through- 
‘out the state. Ithaca afforded a recent ex- 
ample, when the people, wrought up by the 
typhoid epidemic, voted in favor of municipal 
water works. Nearly one-third of the vote 
was cast by taxpaying women. Twelve of 
the thirty-six third class cities already have 
conferred thie franchise on women by special 
charter, and Ithaca is one. 

The bill passed the assembly March 10, by 
115 years, no nays. Senator Ambler intro- 
du it in the senate, and it was referred to 
thecommittee on cities, consisting of thirteen 
members, of whom seven agreed to report 
it. Later, however, political matters became 
badfy mixed. Senator Ambler was classed 
among the so-called ‘ insurgents,"’ one of 
the seven changed his mind, and the bill 
was submerged in the general chaos at the 
close of the session. There was ‘no especial 
cppositjon to it. 


Women as Lawyers. 


Almost on the day when the benchers of 
Gray’s inn, the official authority in London, 
were refusing the application of a woman 
to practice law, the law tribunal of Holland 
was voting to admit one to this profession. 
Women have been trying for twenty years in 
England to be admitted to the law, although 


‘ since 1876 they have had full entrance to the

Among these may 
be mentioned Bishops Simpson, Bowman, 
Newman, Warren, Haven, Joyce, Turner, 
and Walters. A few years ago, in a letter 
to Miss Anthony expressing his regret at not 
being able to address a national convention 
in Washington, Bishop Hurst said: ‘I have 
the fullest sympathy with your work and 
have had for many years. I believe that 
every year brings nearer the great achieve- 
ment when women will have the right of 

the ballot if they please to use it.’’

WHO. REIGNED FOR FORTY ‘YEARS. 


M‘\DAME RECAMIER. 


ARAH BERNHARDT has no sooner 
achieved success with her. play, 

Theroigne de Mericourt,”’\ than she 

has flung herself heart and soul into 

the study of a new production—that of 

Mme‘ Récamier, the great beauty~whose at- 
tractions endured to an age when most wom- 
en’s have long since passed away, and who 
was ardently beloved almost to the end of 
her life. She was born in 1777 and sprang 
from an insignificant middle class family. 
Her father was a lawyer in Lyons, and not 
reputed to be brilliant at that. Mme. Ber- 
nard, the future beauty’s mother, was, how- 
ever, a shrewd and intelligent as well as 
pretty woman, and ae her daughter, Jeanne 
Froncoise Adelaide, grew up, her one preoc- 
cupation came to be to arrange for the latter 
as good a martiage as the troubled times 
permitted. In the end a suitable match was 
found with M. Jacques Récamier, formerly 
2 traveler in the hat trade, but now a pros- 
perous and respected banker. The ages were 
a little imcompatible,: but then one cannot 
have everything... M. Récamier was 42, and 
his bride—Juliette, as she was always called— 


only 16. 
As the Banker’s Wife. 


On her wedding day her beauty, set off by 
the white of her gown and veil, is said to have 
been dazzling. Her complexion was perfect 
—as Diderot put it, “‘ like a basin of milk inte 
which rose petals have fallen.” Her eyes 
were soft, tender, beautiful in expression; 
the shape of her face and mouth perfect. 
Something childlike and wistful in her ap- 
pearance added to its fascination, and the 
curly mass of her brown hair was a beauty 
in itself. Her feet are said to have been 
large and not. too well shaped—Prosper 
Mérimée even called them. hideous—but in 
the celebrated portrait by David she is paint- 
ed with them bare, and certainly they have 
every appearance of being charming. Tt only 
wanted marriage, in fact, to make her a 
recognized society leader. And shortly aft- 
erwards, in their house in Paris, especially 
decorated by the then famousarchitect, Ber- 
trand, she was a hostess receiving some of 
the best known people in Paris. 

Fastidious Decorum, 

The furniture in the carefully arranged 
house of Mme. Récamier’s first successes 
was severe in style, but in its simplicity 
every line told, every color gave out its full 
value. All the heaviest pieces were of ma- 
hogany, so were the doors and window 
frames, but excep{ for this the decorations 
chosen were usually slim vases or ornaments; 
everything, in fact, possessing slender lines 
and a grace never run to riotousness, never 
outside fastidious decorum. Here Mme. Ré- 
camier rapidly became a queen, idolized by 
a crowd of politicians, writers, generals, art- 
ists, and men of every kind. She spoke lit- 
tle, but she listened to perfection; was beau- 
tiful, gracious, full of tact and sympathy. 
And with all this her manners were never 
wholly those of a practiced woman of the 
world. There was almost a touch of hesi- 
tancy in her voice, almost a hint of timidity 
in her manner. These flawsin a perfect self- 
composure were part of her charm. They 
gave an air of naturalness to her conversa- 
tion, they stamped her appreciativeness with 
sincerity and enriched her with a touching, 
half childlike quality. 

Never Rose Till 4 P. M. 

During this period every artistocratic 
house in Paris was open to her and every 
night was filled up with some social engage- 
ment. She never wore anything’ but white 
and never rose until 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

May Forbid Smoking by : Boys. 


EMPLOYERS URGE BRITISH PARLIAMENT AGAINST HABIT, 


N effort is being made to have the 
British parliament enact legislation 
against cigaret smoking by boys. 
The warmest supporters of the meas- 
ure are the employers of boys. The 

boy smoker in the workshop is anything but 

popular with his master. Sir James Reckitt 
has declared that he would certainly not 
choose a boy smoker to do any work for him 
if he could get a nonemokert, and Sir Thomas 

Lipton has exprese<d the strongest disap- 

proval of the practice. 

Sir Christopher Furness has found that 
cigaret smoking among boys not only causes 
deterioration of physique, but “ tends to de- 
velop lounging habits, with the result that 
the juvenile smoker's work ie legs conscien- 
tiously done, and he is lacking in espright- 
liness and alertness. Where, as is often the 
case,’ Sir Christopher adds, boy emokes 
clandestinely, habits of deceittfulness will 
probably be formed.” Sir George Williams’ 
experience as an employer has conclusively 
proved to him that a boy is a far from satis- 
factory worker if he smokes, and he says: 
“ The effects of smoking, with its tendency 
to encourage drinking. are to reduce a lad's 
energy, to lessen his intellectual capacity, 
and to weaken his moral character.” 


Evil Effect on the Mind. ~ 


The fact that every great public schoo! in 
Engiand prohibits emoking among its boys, 
and punishes offenders with a strong hand, 


is eloquent of the evil effect tobacéo has on

The. withdrawal from the Boston 
orchestra was accomplished with the best 
of feeling on all sides, the men realizing that 
they could no longer serve two masters and 
do it well, and Mr. Higginson understand- 
ing that the continuance of the quartet was 
of more moment to the musical life of the 
country than was the retaining of the men in 
the orchestra.

Statistician Jones believes 140,000,000 bu 
‘can be cut off the prospective wheat crop of 
this country and still leave a liberal total. 
Discussing the outlook he says: 

-* The Commercial West believes the wheat 
yield of the United States in 1003 has been 
forecast on the basig of: government per- 
pentages for winter wheat about 140,000,000 


| Da too high. The reasdne for this conclusion 


foliow: The government reports the wheat 
yield of 1902 at 670,000,000 bu, a total a little 
under the result, but much closer than the 
government ever came, probably, to the re« 
sult. The crop was between, that figure and 
690,000,000. This year the government placed 
April percentages of wheat condition so high 
that of winter wheat aloné about 580,000,000 
bu is called for. Add to this a prospective 
800,000,000 bu of spring wheat and the United 
States is set down for 880,000,000 bu, or the 
greatést crop in the country’s history. It 
will never be raised. We wish to go on rec- 
ord to this extent, unless spring wheat does 
unheard of things, of which there is nothing 
in sight now to indicate anything more than 
about the regular production. Let us set 
down a few totals andlookatthem. The fol- 
lowing winter yields would not be considered 
low: Kansas, 90,000,000 bu; Oklahoma, 35,- 
000,000; Nebraska, 55,000,000; Missouri, 56,- 
000,000; Ohio, 86,000,000; Indiana, 35,000,000; 
California, 30,000,000; Pennsylvania, 26,000,- 
000; Illinois, 30,000,000; and there would be a 
yield of 465,000,000 bu of winter wheat, against 
580,000,000 on April government percentages. 
We think if crop results hold to above totals 
it will be a surprise. Add 275,000,000 bu for 


spring and the total would be 740,000,000 bu. 


This would be 140,000,000 bu less than gov- 
ernment figures suggest, and the chances 
are pretty good that 740,000,000 bu will ‘ top ' 
the crop the United States will raise this 
year. , The result may run a good deal lower.” 

English farmers’ deliveries for the week 
were 464,000 bu, against 432,000 bu the pre- 
vious week and 386,000 bu the correspond- 
ing week last year. The average price was 
88\%c, as compared with 81%c the previous 
week and 96c a year ago. 

There was some improvement in the grad- 


“ing of corn last week, but receipts keep mod- 


erate. There were 97 cars No. 2 out of 1,445, 
or about 7 per cent. There were, however, 
842 cars No. 8 corn, which it is claimed 
could be improved sufficiently to grade con- 
tract without much trouble. The present 
eastern demand is so largely, however, for, 
kiln dried corn that the driers are kept busy 
supplying the commercial demand. 

Missouri and Tennessee continue to be the 
storm centers for claims of crop damage to 
wheat, sundry advices from those states by 
way of St. Louis asserting that the crops 
*have been damaged from 30 to 50 per cent. 

The Iowa correspondent of the Grain Deal- 
ers’ Journal reports today that: ‘' Small 
grain practically all sown in Iowa, except in 
wet spots and northern districts; marked 
decrease in spring wheat acreage, but not 
much change in oats; corn planting just 
begun, with soil cold and wet, particularly 
in northern districts; general complaint that 
ear corn has molded and rotted in cribs, and 
indications are that there will be practically 
a corn for or shipment out of the ) Beate."

'W to choose a son-in-law has become one of the 
most perplexing of all the social duties of the 
modern mother in society. It is a duty which 
as a rule not only ig not shared by the father, 
but in the seriousness of the task he may be 
even a hindrance to a proper choice. He may 
be of the self-made type and may have a hard- 
headed leaning toward a suitor who has not 
yet been officially tagged as a seagon’s catch. 

He knows nothing about the matter, of course. While he 
may havé a devout interest in the financial pages of his paper, 
and be able to anticipate with more than a degree of certainty 
the movements of stocks and bonds and grains, he has neglect- 
ed to note that the mother, through the society columns of 
the same paper, has been keeping track of the son-in-law mar- 
ket with no uncertain keenness and judgment. 

The mother of even a 4ébutante of today, provided she has 
been prudently looking to the future of the daughter for a 
considerable period, has seen a marked change in the condi- 
tions of the son-in-law market of Chicago since she first began 
to study it. Within ten years there has been an overturning 
of many of the older fashions on display. 


Sudden Changes in the Market. : 
It has been.forced upon the ambitious mother that there 
is a preferred and common stock in the society market, and 


- that in the evolution of modern society the market condi- 


tions are subject to violent changes. For instance, who could 
have seen five years ago that a Spanish-American war, in its 
multiplying of army titles, would cause the military son-in- 
law to drop twenty points within ninety days? Long ago she 
had recognized the passing of the minister from the group of 
gilt edged possibilities. After the dentist and the Indian blood 
root specialist began to acquire the unqualified title of “ doc- 
tor,’’ she marked the slump in the medical profession. There 
had been a question if the lawyer was holding his own. And 
In the midst of these changes she has been cognizant of the

fact that several quasi-professional callings have sprung into 
existence, some of them with the widest possible worldly op- 
portunities attached. 

Just one matrimonial catch in these last ten years may be 
said to have maintained his unqualified position at the top of 
the list. This ig the son of the millionaire, that one who, as 
far as may be judged, remains in the good graces of his par- 
ents. There are things that titles will not buy, but in a 
worldly way the possibilities of a fat allowance are irresist- 
ible. It doesn’t matter how son-in-law’s papa got it; all money 
looks alike anyhow, and by the time the heirs get the un- 
earned increment, the interrogation point is buried in the 
wedding presents. The mere fact that the wedding presents 
may be listed now in good form is just another condition fa- 
vorable to the young millionaire.

It will be observed that the displacement of some of the 


professions in the last few years has come about rather 
through the introduction of new industries than because of a 
decided fall in the scale. In others, however, one profession 
has ranked another that once was above it in the marriage 
market. 


Minister Loses Prestige. 

Of them all perhaps the minister, as the coveted son-in- 
law, has lost precedence in greatest degree. Two reasons 
have been assigned for this. First of these is that the 
mercenary age has made his salary insufficient to an appall- 
ing degree; and, second, that with the elimination of doctrinal 
differences and the growth of worldliness on all sides, the field 
of the minister has been narrowed beyond the toleration of 
many able men. Especially it has been asserted that the last 
ten years in Chicago -have seen it stripped in one way or 
another of the great preachers that once made it a mark to 
the churches of all creeds. 

Social demands upon the purse have had much to do with 
the slumping of the army officer on the list of eligibles; per- 
haps in greater degree from the multiplication of military 
titles resulting from the Spanish-American war and at the 
same time the continued troubles in the- Philippines, Consider- 
ing his position as a governmental officer, no less than his so- 
cial exactions, the pay of the average officer in the army is In- 
adequate. Garrison duty in the United States has ite convene 
tionalities that must be observed, and in the wider social field 
in adjoining civil life the demands upon the family income 
are sharper still. 

Then the recent war, making the army title less meaning- 
ful than it has been for twenty years before, has had its in- 
fluence in another way. The national policy of expansion has 
made service in the Philippines always a possibility, and a 
son-in-law 10,000 miles from home is not a pleasant sugges- 
tion, save where he has earned banishment. That the engi- 


neers, the artillery, the cavalry, and the infantry are more 
or less nursing precedence, too, has made the army title a not 
unmixed adornment of the son-in4aw. 


Naval Officers in Demand. 


Compared with the army distinction, the naval rank 
always has led in social favor, and it holds close to the top of 
the eligible possibilities, with a promise to remain there save 
as nonprofessional and high salaried civil positions may 
eclipse it. 

One of the marked quasi-professional positions which has 
seemed to spring at a bound into material social prominence, 
is the post of the promoter. It has not yet assumed the dig- 
nity of a profession; the estate is divided largely with that of 
the law. But the promoter and his fabulous fees for the 
merging of vested interests and kindred things have attracted 
wide attention. That he is by reason of his success, a good 
“mixer "’ and good fellow, is granted; he can make appear- 
ance anywhere on any occasion; he is active, resourceful, 
good looking, and possessed of the graces that even business 
men may admire.

refuse, so that he may ask others to 
fill their places. 

Snowy napery, glittering glass, 
bright silver, and prettily shaded 
lights are necessities of the dinner 
table. To have it perfect in these 
e details is to do one’s best to) insure 
for the diners the gracious, appre- 
ciative, pleasant mood of mind which 
‘ is most favorable to the processes 
of eating and digesting. A pretty dinner service is one of the 

things to be desired. The wonderful revolution that has taken 

place of late years in the prices of these’and other things is 
satisfactory enough to the purchaser who has to consider 
ways and means. Art is no longer beyond the reach of hum- 
ble means, and we can, without much outlay, buy plates and 

dishes at low prices that delight the eye. . 

The guests having been decided on, the next question that 
arises is the length of invitation. A week or even less is some- 
times considered sufficient. Hosts and hostesses are natur- 
ally anxtous to secure popular people, whose engagements are 
legion, so they “‘nail’’ them by sending out their cards for 
a date so far ahead that to plead a previous engagement is 
impossible. The time is usually given as a quarter past 8, 

~ and this, of course, is interpreted as meaning that dinner will 
be served at half-past. The quarter of an hour’s grace is to 
allow for the difference in clccks. 


Arranging the Table. 


The flowers on a dinner table should be kept either below 
or above the eye line; so as not to interfere with the view of 
the diners. They Jike to be able to see every one at the table. 
Some hostesses prefer tall, trumpet shaped vases, whose slen- 
der stems offer ‘but slight obstacles to a general view of the 
table. The flowers are arranged with 
a few drooping trails of ftvy or smilax. 
Other hostesses prefer the floral 
decorations to be kept quite low. It 
must be acknowledged that the latter 
has the prettier effect, for the flowers 
can be seen better. 

It is a barbarous thing to light the 
dinner table from above. Is ‘“ barbar- 
ous”’ too strong a word to use about 
a practice that minimizes the good looks 
of all who are present? The shadows 
thrown by lights from above are as 
unbecoming as ‘“footlights’’ are the 
reverse Even candelabra should not be 
made with this defect. The prettiest 
too tall for this reason, though often 
lights for a dinner table are the low, 

; pink or arricot shaded “ fairies,’’ which 
\ are sunk in flowers and are not more 

_than three or four inches above the lev- 

el of the table. They give out too much heat to be advisable 
in hot weather, but this may safely be said to be their only 
fault. 
Electric light can be brought up through the table and 
shaded in various pretty ways. Candles are rarely seen on 
dinner tables nowadays. Gas is considered out of date as an 
illuminant for the table. Lamps are preferred, but care should 
be taken t>? soften their light by means of daintily tinted 
shades or by opaque white ones. To some people the glare of 
a'white light is actually productive of pain. 


| 
To Use as Centerpieces. 

Table centers of lace or embroidery, velvet, plush, or satin 
are much in favor, and are likely to continue to be so. Silver 
bowls are also in favor as flower holders, and other orna- 
mental appendages of the table are silver sweetmeat dishes 
and quaintly shaped and délicately tinted porcelain dishes for 
olives, deviled almonds, etc. 

Silver salt cellars are unsatisfactory, since the salt black- 
ens the silver. Ornamental ones are made of china in curious 
shapes and bright colors. Cruet stands are now small! and 
numerous, the old fashioned large and comprehensive one 
being almost forgotten. A small one for each diner replaces 
it. This is a great improvement, and for two reasons: One 
has not to ask for any condiment one requires. It is within. 
reach. And the contents of the cruete are less apt to be al- 
lowed to grow stale than with the large ones. 

Table napkins should not be too elaborately folded. No 
one likes the idea of his table napkin having been overmuch 
handled. The tablecloth should be carefully laid without a 
wrinkle. The damask should be as fine and glossy as one’s 
means can command, for in entertaining friends one is natur- 
ally supposed to produce everything of one’s best in compli- 
ment to them. | 


Selection of Wines. 
At old fashioned dinner parties there used to be a regu- 
lar sequence of wines, beginning with sherry or hock and run- 


. Offered with the soup, but is not often accepted. 
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ning through six or seven varieties. 
The social world long ago abandon- 
ed this system in favor of having 
one wine throwghont the meal, but 
at. city banquets the old custom 
vwwas not only maintained but carried 
to an extreme. As many as ten dif- 
ferent wines have been served in 
their due sequence at such a ban- 
quet. Now, however, a better state 
of things prevails. Claret is handed 
- round, as there are so many people 
who dare not drink champagne. It 
will be well for the digestion of 
these city fathers if the fearful array of wines should for- 
ever disappear from the Luacullian dinners, as they have 
done from the society dinner party. Sherry is occasionally 
Sparkling 
Burgundy, the most delicious wine that exists, is at times 
drunk through the entire dinner instead of champagne; but, 
admirable as it is, it does not go so well with the various 
courses as champagne. Claret is put on the table with des- 
sert, but practically champagne is the dinner wine. 

This is a change in the right direction. Though it may be 
objected that the increased use of champagne can scarcely 
be called a simplification of existence, it, really becomes so 
when contrasted with the previous state of things. From the 
housekeeper’s point of view it is simplification indeed. Think 
of her trials in the matter of having the wines served at the 
correct temperature. The red wines had to be warmed, the 
champagne iced, the sherry served cold, but not too cold, and 
the port treated with that perfect tenderness that its peculiar 
character requires. All this trouble has now been reduced to 
the comparatively simple task of seeing that the champagne 
is as cold as it ought to be. The claret for dessert will be 
warm enough if allowed to remain in the dining room all 
through dinner. 


Going Down to Dinner. 


The guests assemble in the drawing room on their arrival, 
ladies having left their cloaks in the tharge of the servant in 
the hall, and gentlemen disposing in the same way of their 
hats and coats. 
than when it is practiced in connection with dinner, and the 
guest who keeps all the others waiting may feel assured that 
the sentiments they entertain for him at the time being are 
not those of admiration or affection. 

During the few moments before dinner is announced the 
host or hostess tells the men guests which ladies they are to 
take down, introducing to each other those couples who have 
not previously met. The whole plan of the table, who shall 
takedown whom, and where each person shall sit, would have 
been carefully arranged beforehand by the host and hostess. 
Name cards are not liked in the best society, and, indeed, it 
is not edifying to see the guests wandering round the table, 
some of them shortsightedly mistaking some similar name 
for their own and seating themselves, only to be requested to 
move. 

The better plan is to write down the plan of the table and 
give it to the butler or parlor maid. Either of these func- 
tionaries will learn it by heart and will indicate their destined 
seats to each couple by drawing out the chairs for them 
directly they enter the dining room.. The order of the pro- 
cession from drawing to dining room is as follows: The host 
with the lady of most importance, followed by the lady of 
next importance with her escort, and so on through the list, 
the hostess coming last with the gentleman of most impor- 
tance. This rule never alters. The only exception, if it can be 
called one, is that when the dinner party is given in honor 
of a bride, she becomes the lady of most importance present 
and is taken down by the host, while the bridegroom often 
takes down the hostess. . 

Any clergyman present at a dinner party is asked to say 
grace. Should two clergymen be present, the one of highest 
position is asked. 

-Nothing but practice enables servants to be quick without 
fussing, and to serve each guest with all that is requisite, each 
dish ‘being. accompanied or immediately followed up by its 
special sauce and the vegetables, if any, that are to be eaten 
with it. One has occasionally seen a slice of pheasant growing 
cold while the person who ought to be enjoying it is waiting 
for the browned crumbs and bread sauce. Anything of this 
kind proves defective service and the rig of this is, as often 
as not, that the establishment has 
resources by too large a party or too elaborate a menu. 


Menus and (Menu Cards. 


Menu cards are so daintily made and menu stands pro- 
vided in such pleasing variety that they both form an orna- 
mental feature of the table. A card between two guests is 
sufficient. Too long a menu is not considered refined. A few 
dishes, perfectly cooked and efficiently served, are much more 
appreciated than a long, dragging dinner of which every one 
tires before it is two-thirds over. I was once at a dinner party 
when there were about twelve courses and three different ice 
courses. It.was a most elaborate menu, and though well 
served the dinner occupied three hours. I was fortunate in 
having a charming companion, a well known author, whose 
wit and humor have amused many thousands, but even in 
these happy circumstances it was something of a relief to rise 
from table and leave the overheated room. 

It was once the custom to press the guests to eat and 
drink. Now it is never done in good society, save by the old 
fashioned host who would not think his hospitality worth the 
name if he were to omit persuading his guests to have more. 
The only relic of this usage in the ordinary way is that when 
the attendant takes away one’s plate he says in a low voice, 
“Do you wish for any more?’ This invitation may be ac- 
cepted or declined, according to inclination, but it is unusual 
for any one to take a second helping of either soup or fish. 

The guest at a first dinner party is often young and inex- 
perienced, or, from some other cause, may be unused to the 
customs of polite society. 

A few hints may be useful in such a case. 

The gentleman offers his right arm to the lady he is to take 
to the dining room, and places her on his right when sitting 
down to table. When leaving the drawing room with his 
charge he will permit the more important members of the 
party to precede him. ‘ 

Arrived at table, he removes his gloves, if he is wearing 
any, takes the bread out of the napkin, and puts the latter 
across his kmees. Should he have been carefully brought up 
he will have no difficulty in managing to avoid splashing his 
shirt front, and he need not therefore protect it by tucking 
his napkin in at the neck of his collar! | 

He will not omit to address a few remarks to his partner 
of the hour, and during the whole course of the dinner he 
should remember that she is his especial charge and that it 
is his business to keep her amused, so far as it may be in his 
power to do so. He should also see that she has everything 
she requires, and if she should drop gloves or table napkin he 
should pick them up for her, unless a servant is close at hand 
to do so. 7 


Hints on Methods of Eating. 


As to the mere business of eating, a few things may be 
borne {n mind. Bread, for instance, is always broken, never 
cut. If a dinner roll be ever so hard, it must not be cut, but 
broken. The napkin must be applied to the lips both before 
and after drinking. The fork is never taken in the right hand; 
that is a continental fashion. When sending the plate away 
for a second helping, the knife and fork are left on it, and 
carried away witn it. When the knife and fork are done with

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they are net put right ano 
left on the plate, as when 
put down for a moment, but 
are placed side by side, the 
handles projecting a_ little 
beyond the edge of the plate. 

The act of eating and 
drinking should be absolutely 
noiseless. The knife, fork, 
and spoon should not be per- 
mitted to make the smallest 
tinkle against the plate or 
each other, and any sound 
made in absorb'ng the food 
or swollowing ft is a gross ; 
piece of bad manner. Soup is a test of é¢areful training, 
especially when taken by a man with a beard. During the 
process of mastication the mouth is never once opened. Small 
mouthfuls are the rule, and if it be followed there will be no 
difficulty in replying to a question put when one is just dis- 
posing of a mouthful. It Is better to help one’s self to a amall 
bit of each dish passed around, even if not wishing for any, 
than.to refuse three or four and by so doing attract the con- 
cerned attention of one’s host. etal 

Soup is carried to the mouth carefully and ie drank from 
the side of the spoon, not poured down the throat from the 
point. It is unnecessary and even inconvenient to fill the 
spoon to the brim, Should the soup plate be tilted (which is 
rarely necessary), it must be raised at the side nearest the 
eater. In filling the spoon do so in a direction away from 
one’s self. 


Olives, celery, salted almonds, bon bons, cherries, straw- 


berries, currants, grapes, and gooseberries are taken up in the 
fingers. Asparagus when properly served is taken up in the 
fingers, the edible end dipped into the melted butter and con- 
veyed by the fingers to the mouth. But if the asparagus is 
overdone, so that the points hang Hmp and loose, or if it is 
served with the melted butter poured over it, then the fork is 
utilized in carrying it to the mouth. Sah . 

Apples and oranges are cut downwards in halyes by the 


aid of the dessert knife and fork; then in quarters! and after-. 


wards the quarters are peeled on the plate without being 
touched by the fingers. Peaches, apricots, and nectarines are 
usually peeled in this dainty way, but many people take @ 
peach or apricot in the left hand to peel it. Pears are cut in 


half, then peeled without contact with the fingers, and cut in | 


slices to be conveyed to the lips on the fork. 

Grapes, plums, and greengages are taken up in the left 
hand and carried to the mouth. The seeds and stones are 
ejected in the quietest possible manner upon a fork, by means 
of which they are conveyed to the plate. In the case of cooked 
plums or cherries the spoon may be utilized for this service. 


At some houses strawberries and raspberries are “ hulled” — 


—i. e.: picked clear of the green calyx—before being sent to 
table. In this case the dessert knife and fork are used in 
eating them; a spoon is occasionally supplied for the purpose, 
with a sympathetic reference to cream or custard. But if 
the strawberries are served in the usual way, with a little 
stalk, they are carried to the lips by the fingers, after having 
been dipped in cream and sugar. ; ‘ 

Green figs are eaten with the aid of a dessert knife and 
fork. To cut any fruit with a steel knife is to spoil its flavor te 
some extent. The same ts true of lettuce, sorrel, or chicory, 
which should never be touched by steel. Wooden knives and 
forks would be gastronomically perfect for this purpose, but 
as they are never seen we cannot well use them. 

Salad is served in a curved half plate, the hollow part of 
which fits round the ordinary dining plate. The fork only 
should come in contact with the fresh, crisp leaves, and a 
certain amount of skill can be developed in rolling them round 
by means of the silver prongs. 

Artichokes of the green sort are boiled whole and served 
with melted or dissolved butter. Each leaf is detached singly, 
the point put in the butter and the leaf carried to the mouth 
in the right hand. When the round, solid part of the vegeta- 
ble is reached the knife and fork are used. 


Use Fork Wheneber It’s Possible. 


Many entrées are eaten with the fork only. A_ knife 
should never be used when it is possible to manage with a 
fork only; just in the same way that a spoon should never be 
used when a fork serves the purpose. Sweetbreads are eaten 
with a fork, which is taken in the right hand when used in- 
stead of a knife. 

Creams and jellies are eaten with a fork, also pastry. tarts, 
cooked fruit, except salads or macédoines composed of fruit. 
A spoon’ is necessary for these. A knife and fork are used 
when eating preserved ginger. Spoons are handed round on 
the ice plates when the ice course arrives, whether it consists 
of ice pudding or separate ices. ; 

It always falls to a lady to take the first portion of ice 
pudding, and this is often by no means’an easy task. A well 
trained servant will render it as little difficult as possible 
and sometimes has to carry it back to the sideboard and be- 
gin the serving process himself.~: Ice is such a slippery thing 
that it is unmanageable in bulk, as in a ptidding. | 

Should an accident of any sort happen at table the host 
and hostess should do their best to minimize the embarrass- 
ment felt by the person who causes it, if it should chance to 
be one of the guests. Ifa servant, he or she should never be 
reproved before company. Not only would it be unkind to do 
so but it would also be disagreeable to one’s guests. 

If a man is so unfortunate as to upset anything on -the 
cloth he must at once apologize to his hostess, if he can do 
so without interrupting her conversation or making an un- 
necessary fuss. 

_In arranging for a dinner, dance, or other entertainmen;: 
one must be careful not to invite to meet each other any per- 
sons who have quarreled, or who might object to meet for any 
other reason. Some hostesses are careless about matters of 
this kind. They will invite together persons of-such different 
grades that offense is certain to be given. Many are foolishly 
sensitive In these things; but at tae same time it must be ad- 
mitted that it is a bad compliment to be asked to meet one’s 
social inferiors, unless they are delightful or interesting in 
some way; or unless the circumstances are peculiar. An ex- 
planation should always be given when anything unusual of 
the kind is contemplated. .

And the shoulders must be correspondingly nice and the back 
of the neck and the back itself, if one is to go décolleté. 

The summer girl who is getting into the beauty swim will 
find quite a serious task before her, for not only will she be 
confronted with the complexion problem, as applied to her 
face, but to a great deal more. 

The beauty rule is that the complexion of the face shall 
be a peaches and cream. Of the neck the color shall be a 
deeper cream, while the throat and shoulders must be a lily 
white. The ears may be red, redder than the cheeks, and the 
lips are, of course, scarlet.

The recipe which calls for lemon juice and water is one 
that is not to be despised.

Treating the Skin.

Judging Character by Ears. | 
But, however different the outer form of the ¢ar may be, 
this gives no clew to the musical abilities of the possessor.

Bleaching the Arms. 

In treating the arms a great deal of care is necessary, as 
well as a great deal of skill, Pure aleohol is good for the arms 
in that it tends to whiten them, But here, again, one must 
take care. Be sure that the skin will bear alcohol. If possi- 
ble apply it twice a day, using a long rubbing movement—not

In- 
cidentallly it is Interesting to note that the, unfortunately, so 
little understood ear driim in the course of time has lost some 
of its former importanee. Mahy persons believe even‘ today 
that it would be'impossible to hear without an ear drum: or 
with one that has been perforated. Such people may be con- 
soled to arn that the ear drum plays a limited réle In the 
process of hearing. In many Cases it has even been cut out 
entirely along with the hammer and the hearing of the pa- 
tient improved by the operation. 

In the transmission of'sound waves to the inner éar,. how- 
ever, this chain of bones plays an important part, especially 
the Jast one, the stitrup. This bone trangmits the vibrations 
to the fluid which fills the labyrinth of the inher ear, setting

We have never yet seriously attempted to prevent or rem- 
edy insanity. I am not visionary to think that believing is do- 
ing, but my reason leads me to believe that almost all insanity 
can be prevented, and my experience convinces that a much 
larger percentage of it can be cured than is cured at present. 

The problem for the people is the prevention of insanity; 
for the physician ft is to restore. The incubus of inheritance 
that has hung like a pall over our minds has not yet been 
pierced by the light from the development of reason or the 
progress of science, We have wrongfully attached a sort of 
fatalism to the posterity of nervous parents. A child who 
inherits insanity is considered already within the maelstrom 
of destruction, from which there is no escape. The old straw 
of inheritance versus environment has been thrashed to 
shreds and the “two hundred years before you was born”’ 
idea of O. W. Holmes still sticks like a leech to the minds of 
the intelligent and the credulous alike. 

That “the sing of the parents shall be visited unto the 
children of the third and fourth generations ” is a truth not of 
necessity but of stypid resignation to fate.

the Insane 


It is just as possible for every man, woman, and child who 
might inherit insanity to avoid it as it is to make an asphalt 
pavement over nature's quagmire. For time as long as mem- 
ory our ears have been dinned with the wonders that nature 
has done; the laws of nature... nature’s cures, and the endless 
variety of things we call natural, till the word “ nature” 
réverberates and reéchoes from every direction. 

The inheritance that nature gives you is like the clay she 
furnishes to form the brick; the sand that she supplies to 
shape your crystal glass. We should not be contented with 
the legacy of insanity she leaves us. It is not how you were 
born but what you do. Give me control of a child that has 
the worst live inheritance and he will discount most of those 
who have the best as the world now goes. Understand me 
that the possjbilities of the best born are always better than 
the worst born, but the difference is what we do and what we 
can do. Only those become insane who so live as to invite it. 


A large percentage of those who should inherit it never be-- 


come insane and a great many who do not inherit it bring it 
upon themselves. 

It is not. as commonly s..;)-1-oeed, one monumental act that 
shatters the mind, It ts the long continued doing of the little 
things that detract from vigor. Sanity is vitality. Insanity 
is debility. We exhaust vitality and induce infirmity much 
as a spendthrift divsipates a fortune. By the almost imper- 
ceptibly small but ccnstant outgoings and no incom'ngs of 
energy It is how, and what, and when to eat and to fast, to 
exercise and to rest, to bathe and to desist, to drink, to dress, 
and to thin« that we mcst need to learn. It is as much of a 
problem to accumulate and conserve vitality as it is to get 
and keep a fortune It is estimated that 95 per cent out of 
the people fail in fortune, and about the same figures would 
appiy to those wasting vitality. 7 

It takes nearly ten years to derange a fairly balanced mind. 
Senator Beveridge said that “ preparedness is the secret of 
success.” And in all of those whom I have been able to ob- 
serve the preparation was long and certain. It is as neces- 
sary to travel in the direction of insanity to reach it as it is 
to march toward the sea if you are ever to arrive there. And 
if you believe that you were born to be insane, do as did 
Demosthenes. He was born to be a stutterer, but by his own 
efforts he became the greatest orator. Cecil Rhodes was born 
to be a consumptive, bu@ fashioned for himself the best pair 
of lungs in England. Whatever degree of physical or mental 
integrity you wish to attain, so live. 

The restoring of a deranged mind is probably of less im- 
portance than the prevention, but until the people learn how 
to avoid it the physician must endeavor to correct it. Neither 
have kept pace with the material progress we have made. 
The treatment of insanity has been the last to receive a new 
impetus and I believe that its achievements during the com- 
ing decade will be as marvelous as they have been tardy, 
Much that is now done must be abandoned. The hypnotics, 
sedatives, cathartics, and stimulants that form so large a part 
of the present treatment must discarded. Each of them 
has caused many ‘times more insanity than they have ever 
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pefience at times, During the recent journey of the 

Selfridges to Cuba they ventured out of Havana to a 
more or less heavily wooded jungle on the south shore, 
where Mr. Selfridge discovered several varieties of 
Oncidium. In a drenching rain, with scorpions par- 
tloularly active, he climbed a tree, cut off several fine 
plants, and has brought them back to Chicago and 
‘added them to the collection as souvenirs of the trip.

The greatest injustice these people have to endure is the 
confinement.

This is done every day to those whose minds are shaken 
enough to make them unreliable, but who are as eonscious a 
part of the time as you or I. And we are permitting and com- 
pelling the practice o1 this cruelty within two hours’ ride of 
every home wholly for the want of funds to give these people 
attendants out of doors and in the sunshine, while we send 
millions to disturb the better comfort of the happy heathen. 

The newer treatment of the insane leaves mischievous 
things undone that detract from vitality and lower brain sta- 
bility and substitutes for them the ones that add vigor and 
insure sanity. We turn these patients outdoors to run and 
ride and climb the hills in the sunshine. We induce them to 
row and work or play in an endless variety of ways to keep 
them busy out of doors. To be sure, it ig no easy task, but it 
can and is being done. A little diversion at play or work is a 
wonderful sedative and will quiet as quickly as bromine and 
is beneficial instead of harmful. A short run or ride on horse- 

‘back will induce sleep better than chloral and improves instead 
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know orchids and is generally characterized by exquisite

Literature on the subject is more or jess 
meager in detail, hence her knowledge has come from observa- 
tion and experience.

We 
treat them as we would a 3 year old child, kindly, gently but 
firmly. Force has no place in the procedure. These patients 
are as tractable as the child and gentle persuasion is the key 
to success. 

As a business proposition it would be cheaper for the state 
to cure than merely to detain. It is possible to restore hun- 
dreds who now languish hopelessly in our human warrens. 
Physicians must abandon their favorite idea of ‘ defective 
organization,’””’ which means a man is born to be insane, and 
adopt “ defective metamorphosis,” which implies the improper 
change or growth of tissue and function, as the prime cause 
of insanity. Bishop Fallows says:. “I utterly deny the fatal- 
fstic doctrine that as a man is born so Is he to be.”’

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ALL ABOUT MOUNTAINS. 


(NOTE.—The responses to our mountain 
range puzzle contest showed plainly that the 
average person knows next to nothing about 
mountains in general and the Alps in par- 
ticular. For the purpose of dissipating this 
widespread ignorance we have engaged 
Prof. Wayupp High of the University of 
Pike's Peak to write us a series of papers 
on mountains. Prof. High will, we are con- 
fident, exhaust the subject, and very likely 
his readers into the bargain. His first paper 
follows: 


All About Mountains—I. 

In a certain tangible sense mountains are 
the most elevating subject within the range 
of human ken, or which can enchain man’s 
higher thoughts. On our swiftly whirling 
planet, which is rushing through unoccupfed 
and unrented space with nearly as great a 
speed as the people of our large cities are 
rushing through life, are many segregated 
mountains, designated as mounts, and nu- 
merous mountain ranges, chains, and sys- 
tems. In stupendous majesty and awe-in- 
spiring presence an upper class mountain 
has got everything else beaten toan also ran 
finish, with the exception of trust magnates 
and hotel clerks, and possibly old ocean. 
And here it may be well to observe that there 
are occasional instances where ambitious

Whenever in the vast 

trackless waste of pickle water a rocky 

island emerges above the deep dampness, . 
rearing aloft like the defiant head of a steer 

in a cornfield, it is but the peak of a strug- 

gling ocean mountain rising triumphantly 

above disheartening surroundings, even as 

the lofty and austere intellect can pass along 

a street disdaining the motley crowd tnat is 

cheering a dog fight toa finish. This is in- 

deed true greatness. How beautiful the 

simile! How ennobling the thought! These 

all too rare instances remind us of a dia- 

mond in a dirty shirt front, or of angel cake * 
beside corned beef and cabbage on the rude 

table in a woodchopper’s camp. 

Is it not a truly sublime satisfaction to 
know that one may dwell on a mountain peak 
in peace from peddlers and canvassers, and 
even on the very highest without paying 
rent? You bet it is sublime! & 

After spending a whole day and a lot of 
cash to get to the top of an ordinary moun- 
tain “just for fun,’’ one realizes tie utter 
futility of attempting to raise a mole hill 
to the altitude and tonnage dignity of the 
smallest mountain. One realizes, too, why 
the mountain did not call on Mahomet. 


While a mountain is nothing more than an | 


exaggerated hill, no mountain would lower 
itself to the social level of a common hill. 


At the mere suggestion any mountain would 
gO up in the air. 

Voleanoes are the “ rogue elephants” of 
the mountain tribe, also the “ hot sports,” 
in many respects resembling their human 
prototype. Every now and then they get 
overloaded with superheated stuff, go on a 
prolonged tear, and after a hot finish are 

-dead to the world until “the next time.” 
Mount ‘Pelee is a heavyweight. specimen of 
the rowdy mountain on a bust. Vesuvius 
is simply getting into condition to run amuck. 

Scientists, wise, would-be wise, and other- 
wise, have sought to explain the why and 
wherefore of mountains. ‘But is it not a 
plausible theory that away back in the dim 
and getting-dimmer past old Earth—then 
young—may have got the spring fever, and 
for relief taken a lot of old something or 
other, and that the pimply eruptions we call 
mountains broke out on her face and staid 
there for everlasting keeps? 

We challenge the skeptical to disprove this.

But using yesterday 
in its poetical sense—as “ O, call back 
terday, bid time return "’—we are able to 
add Mr. Stevenson to our gallery of distin- 
guished has-beens. 

Mr. Stevenson's public services have be- 
come so hazy in public remembrance that he 
has become more of a tradition than a 
reality; but by exploring certain musty rec- 
ords we are able to note that he was born 
in Kentucky in 1835. This date is now gen- 
erally agreed upon, and has the added ap- 
proval of Mr. Stevenson himself. It is also 
known that he was a delegate to the national 
democratic cOnventions of 1884 and 1892, was 
first assistant postmaster general 1885-’89, 
and after a temporary disappearance as vice 
president came te public notice again ag 
member of the commission to Europe to try 
to obtain international bimetallism. He was 
also the democratic nominee for vice presi- 
dent in 1900, since which time nothing definite 
has been known of him. 

Mr. Stevenson's fame, like that of many 
other public men, rests upon a single phrase, 
which, thrown off at white heat, cooled into 
imperishable marble or bronze.

To build an ocean liner you should first of all have an 
ocean.

The next essential for building an ocean liner after getting 
the ocean is to make the line.
